Gaugers May Not Sign Receipts. 

The Commissioner of Internal Reve¬ 
nue held to-day. that as warehouse cer¬ 
tificates for bonded npirlts form no part 
of our revenue system, the affixing of 
gaugers* names I* not permitted. Th* 
commissioner says: "The fact that all 
spirit* deposited in bonded warehouses 
are first gauged by a Government offl- 
Icer is well-known to nil purchasers of 
such spirit*, and the affixing of the 
gaugers' name* to warehouse certifi¬ 
cate# is obviously not for the purpose of 
estuMlshlng this fact, but solely for the 
purjvose of giving the certificates the 
appearance of having been verified by a 
Government officer, and where, as In 
coses brought to the attention of thisof- 
flee. the certificates apparently bear 
the autograph signature /f th«‘ gauger, 
the purchaser may easily be misled Into 
tho belief that the genuine** of the cer¬ 
tificates has bren fo ver fled.

German Tobacco Trade. 

In a lengthy report on the German 
tobacco trade, made at the request of 
Kentucky and Virginia growers, Conrul 
Sklnntr, of Hamburg, in part says. 
"The manufacturer In this country 
wishes to se© the tobacco itself, and to 
obtain guarantees as to quaUty. which 
American grower* do not seem to be f*» 
organized as to give. If the latter 
could establish themselves abroad, with 
large etocks on hand of every class of 
tobacco, doubtless they could control a 
portion of the but!ness, but at present 
this Is riot the case, afid the German 
merchant aeenis to her occupying the 
field not only effectively but satisfac¬ 
torily to hi* American sources of sup¬ 
ply and to the German trade. 

“The various grades of American to¬ 
bacco sold In Germany bear names in¬ 
dicative of standard tvpo* which d j not 
necessarily suggest their geographical 
origin, although the moat usuil d«»-ig- 
nntibn* at L >hto Hn>. Maryland. 
Mnrylond Bay, Maryland Scrubs (sand 
leaves). Kentucky, Mason County. 
Burley, 'V’lrglnny' and Cncinnatl. It 
Is said that these names have come to 
represent typ©# rather than place* of 
growth, owing to jhe methods of 
American packers in sorting and pack¬ 
ing to certain standards. A Hamburg 
Importer of seed le3f tobacco, one of the 
few classes which come* directly to this 
city from the United State*, says that 
he Is only sure to obtain Connecticut 
stock when he buy* it In Hartford 
Thus the German Consumer ha# only 
the-most vague notion* reFpect'ng the 
actual origin of his tobacco, and is only 
interested to know whether or not It

May 22 .—[Spe¬ 
cial ]—David W. Rock Is dead and 
therefore Dr. I. W. Hazeleit. a proml- 
tiewf local surgeon, becomes possessed 
of a corpse that he purchased for 425 
fifteen year* ago, Rock was once a 
noted Kentucky lawyer. He wa< a 
graduate of the Harvard law school, 
and nis future was brllllatit. Then he 
became addicted to the uee of drug 1 *. 
Ill* family sent him to California from 
LoulsvilH hoping that he would b* 
cured *»f tile habn. being removed fr»*m 
his old haunts:. But he sank lower and 
lower, and for fifteen yeare tias bee.i 
a well-known chr.racier In the redlight 
district of Sun Bernardino. 

Before he reached the !*ottoin of th© 
ladder he sent to Dr. Hazelett .ind 
asked to borrow 825. On being told 
that he couldn't borrow the money be- 
caus© he couldn’t pay It back he made 
this proposition: 

••Will you give me 825 for my body 
when I'm dead** 1 will sell it to you 
and give you a bill of sale’* 

I»r Hogelrtt agreed, but insisted on 
Rock nutting Into the bill of sale, which 
was drawn up In the doctors ofll e. 
the provision that he. Dr. Hazetett. 
should supply Rock's wants as long an 
he lived. Thla was done, and when¬ 
ever, during the last fifteen years. Rock 
wanted some money he went to Dr. 
Huxetett and got it. He always bore 
In mind the fact that his body was not 
Ids own. He joked about beating Dr. 
Ilazelett on his own deal, and his lu*t 
act was to call Dr. H&zeleft to the hos- 
pital where he lay dying and formally 
deliver himself to the doctor Just be¬ 
fore he drew Ms last breath.

Schools In Indiana.

Many things hav* been done In Johnson 
county. Ind.. in the la»t few years in tn© 
way of providing better school buildings, 
better equipment, better teaching and * 
more complete and more practical course 
of study." save Supt. J. C. Webb, or that 
county. "In Ninevah township, at Xtnev- 
ah." he continues, “s graded school build¬ 
ing ha* been built and equipped at a cost 
of about 122,000. In this building modem 
conveniences have been provided In every 
detail. The building etands In a four- 
acre plot of ground, which has been made 
more Inviting by having set out on it 
numerous tree* of various kinds. Ample 
plavgrotmd has been provided and ample 
room l* left for eohool garden* ami other 
forms of nature rtudy which may be 
U>k€U u*> inter. Tha school lei in of Ukrt- 


08 \\ as seven month* in tids townshjp. 
Tide ftas an additional month gulned he- 
oau»© only nine teachers were needed 
instead of thirteen before the new build¬ 
ing wa* erected and the small schools 
consolidated In thla one. Three wagons 
are used in transporting the children to 
and from the school. 

"In Union township a 114.000 graded 
High School building was erected aHer 
more or less wrnthgllng over its location, 
resulting in littguffon. After the court 
had decided against the injunctionIsts the 
trustees built the pre*ent graded High 
School building, which, when fully equip¬ 
ped. cost about I15.00O. The building i» 
located near the center of the township 
and Is about one mile from Providence, 
a country village In which tho old build¬ 
ing was located. 

* t As at Nineveh, the new building is In 
the center of .a four-acre plot of ground 
which has many tiees on it. Larne and 
commodious sheds Itave been built by the 
township for the protection of the horses 
and vehicles by means of \''hlch most of 
the children convey themselves. There 
are two school wagons used f>*r bringing 
port of the children to the school. Thti 
tmetres think that pn»ron* of a rural 
school can more conveniently and more 
rnttsfactorfiy provide a way for the 
larger children to convey themselves than 
<an be provided for their conveyance. Ills 
reason bring that (he route ia more direct 
and the load lighter. 

' The progress of this school is marked 
Increased interest Is being manlfewted in 
all forms of school work. Agriculture 
especially Is being taken up in a prac¬ 
tical way Bailey’S Principal* of Agricul¬ 
ture' Is being used as a text-book In cor¬ 
relation wit 1 1 tho work in botany. Lec- 
ttirc* on the subject of corn growing have 
been given by such men a* L. R Clore. 
the com king, who caine away from 
Chicago nil)) over 17,000 In premiums 
which were given at the Corn Show, open 
to th** world, held In that city in 19U7. 
This school has maintained a lerture 
cource. and other subjects of equal im¬ 
portance have been discussed by experts, 
and the educational standard or the com¬ 
munity Is rising. The length of the term 
has been Increased to seven months, one 
member of the hoard resigned because or 
this Increase In length of term. Hu» suc¬ 
cessor was heartily In favor of the 
change. Music and drawing have been 
Introduced into this school. The High 
has an orchertta and a literary 
society. It is aLo a men»be» or the Mate 
Athletic Association for High Schools. 
Lost year It won the county l«a*kettuill 
league pennant over such schools aa the 
Franklin High School. 

“Frnnklin township also has built n 
(trad-d MrI> *ch«ol bullilin* al»cn»|of 
about 811.000 In equipment this building 
is somewhat similar to the Union town¬ 
ship building The length of the term Is 
eight month* A Prowel cabinet ha* been 
placed in the physical laboratory. Numer¬ 
ous bonk* have been provided in the 
library. The school was certified In 1903 
Her© there i« an unusual co-operative 
spirit among the church t P*bple of the 
community, and the school The hint* 
and commodious shed*, located on the 
same ground*, which were built by mem¬ 
ber* of the Hopewell church, are used by 
the fchool ttltt* 

•Prohablv th* best equipped graded 
hlgh-schooi building In Johmon county Is 
located at Center Grove, White River 
township. This building wa* dedicated 
September 3. 19M. Professors E. O. Hol¬ 
land, of Indiana University, and George L 
Robert*, of Perdue University, made the 
chief addresses on this occasion and hun¬ 
dreds of people were present In the hall¬ 
way. which t* 136 feet In length, a mag¬ 
nificent dinner was served to 460 or 500 
people the table expending the length of 
the hallway This building Is located on 
a six-acre plot of ground about six miles 

• pouthweet of Greenwood. 

• "It is two miles from any town It has 
»e\tu schoolrooms ou La* first aud aeooud 


floor*, besides three commodious rooms In 
the ninety-foot bdsement and a superin¬ 
tendent's room'on the second fiodr. Th© 
assembly room on th© . second floor will 
©rut about 60 O people. Each room has 
north light exclusively. The heat for the 
building Is furnished from steam radiators 
und also from outsldo fresh air. which is 
heated while paartng over st< 0 m colls. 
Special provision lias been mode for ade¬ 
quate ventilation. . . ^ 

"Although this l© a rural school It has 
Its own waterworks Spring water runs 
into the building by Its natural flow from 
a aprlng which 1 * a few hundred yard* 
from the building Sanitary drinking 
fountain* are on both floor*. A large alr- 
preesure tank. Into which a gnsolln# en¬ 
gine force* the water, furnishes th© means 
of adequately flushing the wnterelotets on 
both floor* of the building. 

"The building Is located on a large hill, 
and a view from Its window* reveal* some 
of Nature** most beautiful scenery. 

On Sept. 21. 1908. tin* first day of school, 
there were 250 pupil* enrolled In th*s 
building At th# beginning of the sec¬ 
ond week there were 275 There are itxty- 
two in the High School Six wagons 
were started and many children were 
turned back because of Insufficiency of 
wagon*. The total cost of this building 
atul Its equipment, wagon* and all. is 
about $36.0CK* A four-year High School 
course of seven months la maintained 
In this school. A State Normal graduate 
has the iu»p*r 1 ntendency of the school 
and n Franklin College graduate la his 
assistant in the High School Go(*d 
orchestras are found In Pleasant township 

f traded High School. Whltelond. Ind., and 
n the Clark township High School. The 
Whltelond school ha* been commissioned 
and has Introduced manual training Into 
It h course, the WOffc being arranged for 
both boys and girls. 

"In addition lo the five modern gTaded 
High School buildings which hav© been 
recently built In Jonnson county, five 
other one and two-room buildings have 
been built at on aggregate cost of 88 ,dOO. 
Th**e buildings Irnve all been erected ac¬ 
cording to modern Idea* of school 
architecture. 

"While much has been done toward 
making thing* better in a material way, 
tho intellectual want* of the children 
have not been neglected Many of th© 
children of the district school* are follow¬ 
ing the Instructions of a musical director, 
who visits cu#h of th* schools once a 
week and Instructs them In music 
Teachers aid the director In this work 
bv giving the pupil* dally practice In the 
work glvon by the special director. The

High School* of this county lias been 
more than doubled In th© l**r five years 
Their qualifications are excellent a* Is 
evidenced bv th© fact that ten of th© 
fourteen teachers doing regular High 
School work are graduate* or Institutions 
of higher learning, and that two of the 
remnlnlr.g four lack only on© t©rm of 
graduating from Indiana University.

BOTH NATIONS HELD 
TO BE BLAME ABLE 


THE HAGUE TRIBUNAL PASSES 
ON CASA BLANCA INCIDENT. 

NEITHER GERMAN NOR FRENCH 
OFFICIALS JUSTIFIED. 


BOTH PARTLY IN THEWRONG. 


The Hague. ^May 22 -The decision of 
the Court of Arbitration un the Co*a 
Blanca dispute between France and Ger¬ 
many over th© forcible setiurc by French 
official* of deserters from the French for¬ 
eign legion, while under the protection 
of the German consulate, was delivered 
to-day. 

While not placing the blama definitely 
upon either France or Germany, the court 
censure* the representative* of each na¬ 
tion in several particular*- It declare* 
that the srcreuiry of the German con¬ 
sulate at Casa Rlur.cu wrongfully endeav¬ 
ored to bring about th© embarkation of 
a German steamship of Uesertars frem 
the Frehch foreign legion who were nr»t 
of German nationality, and add* that the 
consulate had even no right to protwt 
deserters who were of German national¬ 
ity and that the consol committed an 
error In signing their 1 wife conduct. Nev¬ 
ertheless. tl»© decision continue*, the Ger¬ 
man consular officials were not guilty of 
an intentional fault. 

The court states that th© French mili¬ 
tary authorities were wrong in not re¬ 
specting the defacto protection excreta©J 
by th© German consulate. The circum¬ 
stances did not Justify the French sol¬ 
dier* in threatening the ronswlar agent* 
with revolver*, nor in their ill-treatment 
of the Moroccan troops attached to th* 
German consulate. 

The court conclude* With the statement 
that It Is unneecssn* v to deal with tha 
other claims of th© litigant s.

It wa» net until Friday night, however, 
that It became known that Worrell had 
gone before Judge .Poindexter, pleaded 
guilty and wu* fined $10 and cost*, 
amounting in all to 120 , sexeral da>s ago 

Becker decided, to stand trial and en¬ 
tered a plea of not guilty. Testimony was 
introduced that wont to show that the 
milk wa* taken from the cow* on tne 
evening of April 29. cooled for a time, then 
placed In bottles, allowed to stand uncov¬ 
ered in n refrigerator until the next 
morning, when the cans were placed on 
the bottle* and the milk taken to Jeffer¬ 
sonville to be sold. One of the purchasers 
wa* Alfred W. Bruner, a pure food In¬ 
spector. It wsa denied by Becker, his 
wife and her sister that anything had 
been done to the milk to deprive It ot 
It* butter fat. 

Mrs. Becker testified that when her 
husband returned home he asked how the 
milk was and said the Inspector had 
caught film Barker was fined $15 and 
costs. $25 in all. Notice was given that he 
would appeal. Stemler pleaded guilty. It 
being the second time he was charged 
with the offense, and was filed $25 and 
costs, the total amount being $35.

Ky A hundred thousand peo¬ 
ple know of "Strlngtown on the Pik*’’ 
»Ince Lloyd wrote tho story, to one 
who may have heard, at some remote 
time, of Florence, back In Kentucky 
some distance from Cincinnati. And 
now traction 1* to connect Florence 
with the Queen City. If rumor speaketh 
true. 

Strlngtowm cm the Pike. Jt must Ik* 
admitted, is a stringtown still, and the 
little town stretching along the road. 
t**n miles or so from Cincinnati, has al¬ 
tered llttl** Indeed since the sixties, 
when the book that made It famous 
had its story occur. 

Strung out alonv that selfsame pike 
are the home*, none of them younger 
than It* thirtieth year. A population 
of 300. u marshal, two churches, or, b#g 
pardon, three, and two of these identical 
In design, as well as being diametrically 
across the r.»«d each from the other, 
then th*' old fair grmie-’ gun p Ut to 
use, with whitewashed booths and 
barns behind a hedge of oaage; such 
until March nine years ago were the 
principal attractions to Florence, Boone 
county. Ky. 

Since, however, village go**ips have 
been telling tales of the stripling of 
the sixties, who roamed the forests 
round about with hi* truafv rifle, who 
wu* pondering ever over the fungll or 
plucking the wdld flowers—young John 
Ur! Lloyd, who wa* some day to re¬ 
turn and render the old tavern and Uic 
•ehoolhous* 1 the pike and other land¬ 
mark* historic through his otory of 
"Stringtown on the Pike.” 

Tills wa* the lad who, in the story. 
"In August's heat, between the hours 
of noon oj-id midafternoon, dared to 
walk barefooted upon thRt road, ' n* 
Ueving his "bllsteted solas by slipping 


aside into the weed-lined by-patht>, pre¬ 
ferring these, even If they passed near 
th© honey-locust tree, under which 
danger lurked, in tl»n great brown 
thorjis, which always menace the bare¬ 
foot boy In Kentucky.” He was the 
lad who "braved Its dust and watched 
the passing cloud reflected ln the icy 
pool of some grateful spring.” 

Next to the haunted church at Flor¬ 
ence stand* the *choolhoiise, decayed 
and crumbling, where fickle fortune 
gave to th© simple country lad golden* 
opportunity to ll*ten to the recitations 
of hi* seniors, from Comstock's ''Chem¬ 
istry,” and thus thrilled him on to 
pursue the subtle science to the ut- 
ipost bounds. It I* hard to believe that 
here. In this place were confounded 
Gustavus Adolphus and the Wars of 
the Rose*.

From there© those who would pur¬ 
sue the thread of the Stringtown story 
cross the acres of stubble leading off 
to the denned cemetery at Bloody 
Hollow, a mil© or so from the village, 
"where, as the sun sank of evenings, 
a gigantic shadow.

In the town hall, too, until recently 
there lived an old choracier, who as a 
boy. followed the Confederate* from hi* 
home, on the site now occupied by the 
Highland cemetery, to thl* place, where 
he was overtaken by an Irate uncle and 
carried back to the rufuge© family at 
Lexington. Thl* man was a classmate 
of Lloyd's at the village school. On the 
site of the Florence fair grounds still 
again there was also a skirmish with 
tho rebels, of whom tker© were not In¬ 


frequently two or three thousand, under 
a man named Rogers In the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

But all these traditions pale now be¬ 
fore the Stringtown associations. The*© 
and the coming of the tractions have 
awakened Stringtown and given it 
soniethlng to talk about.

Ban Francisco, May 22.—Were the 
naval aides appointed to meet Admiral 
Uriu guilty of smuggling the famous 
Japanese sea tighter, the Baroness, his 
wife, their baggage and their valet Into 
thl* country? 

This is the momentous question 
which ha* born agitating Federal of¬ 
ficial circles ever since Captain Edward 
W. Eberle. commandant of the Yerb* 
Buena Training Station, in hi* eager¬ 
ness to welcome the distinguished visi¬ 
tors on behalf of the army and navy, 
took them from the Nippon Maru yes¬ 
terday without the formality of first 
securing the consent of Officer 

Charles Stephen*, the peraov repre¬ 
sentative of Collector of the Port Fred¬ 
erick Stratton, who in the present case 
also claimed to be the personal repr*- 
seniative of the President of the United 
State*. 

Now Stratton claims that the rules 
of the United States Treasury Depart¬ 
ment have been violated by EberU and 
that the latter has laid himself liable 
to a fine of $2.u00—f 1,000 each for land¬ 
ing the noted Admiral and hi* charming 
wife before the formalities of the Cus¬ 
tom Sendee have been complied with. 

Earlv vp»terday morning the navy 
officials sailed berth In the tug Vigilant 
to meet the visitor*, and at the same 
time a* is his custom when a llnor 
appears in port. Chief Boarding Officer 
Stephens started out In the revenue tug 
Ooiden Gate. 

But unlike ordinary trips, he went 
armed with instructions to pass the Ad¬ 
miral and his party Into this port free 
of duty and the petty annoyance* which 
lea* distinguished travelers must en¬ 
dure. The navy tug proved the foster, 
however, and when Stephens arrive*. 
Capt. Eberle had made off with Ad¬ 
miral Uriu, his wife and his baggage 
without even a "by your leave” to the 
representative of another arm of tbe 
Government which woe seeking to do 
ham>r to the famous visitor. 

There was nothing for the official 
representative of the President to do 
but to report to his superior, the Col¬ 
lector ot tho Port, and nothing for the 
latter to do but report to Washington. 
Both did so and the outcome i* awaited 
with interest._

BIGGER NAVY. 


Meyer's Cry Despite Reduc¬ 
tion In Estimates 


•\ 


TWO BIG BATTLESHIPS IN 1011 
HIS PROGRAMME. 


EXPENSES OF BUREAUS AND 
YARDS TO BE DECREASED. 


MUST PRACTICE ECONOMY. 


Washington, Mav 22—The reductions 
In the estimates lor the naval appro¬ 
priations for 1911, 8s ordered by Presi¬ 
dent Taft, will not affect the battleshtp 
building programme of the navy, ac¬ 
cording to an announcement made to¬ 
day by Secretary Meyer. 

H« declared that it was the intention 
of the Administration to nrovldc appro¬ 
priations in that yea^for the building 
of two battleship* Some reduction ha* 
had to be made In the minor recom¬ 
mendations in the building programme 
of the general board, but the main fea¬ 
tures of the plan of building will re¬ 
main unchanged 

An appropriation sufficient for the 
building of five torpedoboat destroyers 
or one repair ship for the which¬ 

ever is deemed the more urgent, will 
be made, according to the Secretary. 

Congress having cut down the 1910 
programme to about half and contem¬ 
plating a like cut in the next »»Mlmiites 
to bs submitted. Secretary Meyer and 
the board have Included only about one- 
haIf of the estimates of the originally 


planned programme far 1911. 

The Impression prevails in some 
quarters, according to Secretary Meyer, 
that the $10,000,000 decrease In the 1911 
estimates for the navy contemplated a 
reduction of the number of battleships 
to be provided for front two ship* to 
one. This, the Secretary declared, was 
erroneous. 

The reductions had Veen effected 
only after the most careful considera¬ 
tion in consultations with the general 
board, the chiefs of all the bureaus, 
collectively and Individually, and the 
commandants of tho Atlantic uavy- 
yarda. They come principally from 
the estimates for appropriations for the 
vsrtoua bureau and navy yards, but they 
have been made so as to In no way 
affect the efficiency of the ships of the 
yards. 

The two battleships for 1911 are to 
be of the heavy single caliber, all big 
gun type, of which six already are 
provided for—the North Dakota. Dela¬ 
ware. Florida, Utah, Arkanaas and 
Wyoming. These two ships will com¬ 
plete the plan of the general hoard to 
have u squadron of eight ships of this 
type, all having the same tactical qual¬ 
ities. The details of the new veaiMda 
have not been made public. 

Griffith and Mrs. Beauchamp Free, 

Washington. May 22.—Word reached 
the State Department to-day from 
Honduras of the acquittal before the 
appellate court of Eugene O. Griffith 
and Mrs. Caroline Beauchamp, who had 
been sentenced to twenty-live years* 
Imprisonment on a charge of arson by 
the lower court. 

According to unofficial Information 
Griffith and Mrs. Beauchamp were 
partners in several business ventures 
In Honduras, and their success hud 
aroused the enmity of the natives. 
Griffith asserts that their arrest was 
merely a trick to ruin them because 
they had decided to come homo with 
their earnings. 

Decision Favors Wilson. 

Washington. May 22.--By the action 
of the Court of Appeals of the District 
of Columbia In the case of Alsop 
Process Company of St. Louis against 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, In 
which the flour company seeks to have 
the secretary recede from his deter¬ 
mination to prosecute manufacturers 
of bleached flour, a decision favorable 
lo the Government was foreshadowed. 
The court apparently took the position 
that the Alsop PhH'hM Company had 
not been Injured by the secretary’s ac¬ 
tion, which wns not directed against 
the machinery. 

Nicaragua Negotiates Big Loan. 

Washington. May 22.— Announce - 
meat w~as made at the Nicaragua tv le¬ 
gation to-day that Nicaragua had just 
closed negotiations l*/r obtaining a 
largo loan from European bunkers. 
While ilu* amount of the loan Is not 
stated. It Is said to be sufficient for the 
consolidation of all of Nicaragua’s out¬ 
standing debts and to complete* the 
railroad from Lake Nicaragua to the 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Depositories Selected. 

Washington. May 22.—FV*r the recep¬ 
tion. safekeeping and disbursing of 
funds advanced to disbursing officers 
of the United States army, the Treas¬ 
ury Department lias designated the 
First National Bank of Newport News, 
Vn., and the Galveston National Bank 
of Galveston. Tex. Each bank will 
give 1100,000 security. 

To Open New Lands For Entry. 

Washington. May 2 2.—President Taft 
to-day Issued a proclamation providing 
for the opening up to settlement and 
entry of about 440.000 acres of land In 
the Flathead. Montana: 200,000 In the 
Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, and between 50.- 
000 and 100.000 In the Spokane. Wash- 
reservation*.

Ing their real significance and Importance 
There are certainly, however, many prob 
lems which vitally affect the welfare of 
children which cannot be settled by indi¬ 
vidual women in thejr separate homes. 
They call for the co-operation of ail the 
women of a community. The women of a 
town could, If they got together, control 
Just as absolutely the food that is eolq to 
the children of the town as they ron:rol 
that which Is given to their own children 
within their own walls It would proba¬ 
bly b«' an unpleasant revelation to most 
I women to follow pushcarts from which 
| school children are fed at recess and to 
traco to their source the candy and otbo/ 
d* which they rarry

Always anuui- 
ter of art of plunging down hill, the 
quail quickly doubled his skill and 
went d<$wn Into a steep ravin® faster 
than the pull of gravity. 

But the vanishing point Is no longer 
the place to seek him, and the art of 
knowing whether he will go up, or 
down, or where, is one yet unknown. 
Instead of rising at tho bottom of tho 
bill, aud going over the top so you 
can get iqpme idea of hi* course* tni 
quail now begin* to rise at the top and 
whirl and twist in all dlroctlcm* among 
the rock* aud brush on the crest. By 
the time you scramble up tbqre he will 
be several hundred yards away funning 
as fast a* you can run on a good track. 

This quail's .ncreas® of speed on foot 
with the longer flight on rising, make* 
the breaking and scattering of a flock 
bo that the blqd* will lie singly for 
good shooting, much more difficult than 
before. We bad fondly Imagined that 
persecution might make a quail II® 
nvoro closely after he had once decided 
to lie. Instead of that the distance of 
the rise became so much longer that 
even the expert mast be very quick 
with tho gun. And when nltro pow¬ 
der* and modem choke bore* added so 
many yard* to th® range of tho gun 
thj quail (imply added that much to 
the length of hi* rise, and went tho 
g^me several per cent, better for a mar¬ 
gin of safety. 

1 be*® and other new' tricks too 
numerous to mention here, soon mod® 
ihe valley quail the moat difficult of all 
the small gam® bird* to capture by any 
fair mean*. 

It seemed harder than ever to us® a 
dog to advantage after thin change, but 
al*D It wa* more necessary on account 
of the grea4 increase In the difficulty 
of finding the flock b*hidb was now so 
much smaller than before and soailem, 
not to mention the great trouble In 
finding them alter they had van 1 shod 
In a hundred curling lines over a 
ri Ige.

■ address upon “Mississippi a 
Loval Member of the Sisterhood of 
States, a Leader in Moral and Material 
Progress.” 

Capt. Fremont responded briefly sou 
fittingly to the toast "The Navy," and 
John L. Hebron, vice president of the 
Lake* to the Gulf Deep Waterway As¬ 
sociation, discussed “Improved Naviga¬ 
tion on the Mississippi River." 

Then Mayor Martin Behrman. of New 
Orleans, spoke on "The Crescent City, 
the Metropolis of th© South,** charac¬ 
terising it as "the gateway between the 
Mississippi Valley and the Panama 
canal.** 

Col. Charles E. Hooker. C. S. A., 
spoke to the toast. “Th© Land We L/>v© 
Boat. America, tins Home of Fgir 
Women and Brave Men.'* while Col. w. 
A Montgomery. C. S. A., and U. 8. A., 
described "What the Battleship Mlsw.s- 
slppl Is to Mtssla*lpp;ans. Their Very 
Own. a Thing of Beauty and a Joy 
Forever.**

Second Piece of Silver. 

The battleship Mississippi received 
her second piece of sliver at noon to¬ 
day. when United States Senator John 
S. Williams, in the namo of the city of 
Natchex presented to Capt. Fremont 
an exquisite hand-beaten silver punch 
bowl. The gift Is probably the hand¬ 
somest bowl In tlda or any other navy. 

I* was mud© for exhibition at the 
Jamestown exposition, and Is lined with 
beaten gold, but because of its a*xc. It 
holds sixteen gallons, It did not And 
a purchaser until Natchex decided to 
give It to the Mississippi. Senator 
Williams made the presentation at the 
operations© In the presence of an Im¬ 
mense throng Capt Fremont, his staff 
and every officer who could be spnred 
from the vessel were upon the stage to 
receive it. . %

Senator Williams’ Speech. 


Senator Williams said In part: "It is 
the time-honored custom of the Brit¬ 
ish naval authorities to perpetuate by 
the designation of new ships those 
names of old ships which have been 
endeared to the people by glorious 
service In behalf of the motherland. It 
la a custom worthy to be honored In 
the observance by our oyvn country go¬ 
ing back to the dawn of our history, for 
example, the American navy ought 
never to be without a Bon Homme 
Richard and a Constitution. The name 
’Mississippi' should always be attached 
to some of the flrst-chus fighting ships 
in the fighting lino of the American 
navy. It fs tin* name of the great State 
which has furnished brave and gr».*nt 
men to the nation, from the battles of 
New Orleans and Buena Vista down 
to now. a State of which Its sons and 
daughters are laudably proud, and also 
the name of the father of waters, the 
commercial artery and drainage chan¬ 
nel of three-fourths of a continent, 
But It has been endeared to Ameri¬ 
can sailors and patriots by Illustrious 
sea service. 

"Such were the mollves which led 
me at the suggestion of Lie men ant 
Magruder. of Mississippi, to request 
that the dame be given to the magni¬ 
ficent naval war mnchln.-. which now 
lie# In this harbor and which doubtless 
were the motive# which led President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Moody, then Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy, to comply with the 
request. When we consider th- rapid 
rejuvenation of Japan, th* gigantic 
strides she has taken In the world's 
civilisation and business, and what a 
stupendous shadow she now casts 
athwart the horizon of the nations. It

T. Armstrong. President Tyler 
Box Company, Remains Behind 
Bars Thirty Minutes. 


Because he did not understand all of 
the processes in proceeding to show 
that a writ of garnishee mad© out 
against his company for a man who 
had never been In tho employ of tho 
Arm, J. T. Armstrong, president of the 
Tyler Box Company, was cited for con¬ 
tempt of court In Magistrate Rhbert O. 
Dorsey's court yesterday mornlig. fined 
$3 and sent to lull for thirty minutes. 

According to statements' from both 
parties, a writ of garnishee was Issued 
on the Tyler box factory the early part 
of last wtwk. A constable took the 
paper to the office of the company, and 
In the absence of Mr. Armstrong, the 
clerk lit charge at thu time refused th© 
writ. 'That evening the constable went 
to Mr. Armstrong's residence, 131 Pope 
street, and presented the writ. Mr. 
Armstrong told the officer that the 
man. Dick Thomas, for whom the gar¬ 
nishee was made out. was not raid 
never had been an employe of the Tvlbr 
Box Cotlipony. anti refused to accept 
the paper. Th© constable then explained 
that the paper would be left at tho 


Armstrong residence, but that Mr. Arm¬ 
strong could return tt with a written 
statement to Th© magistrate. The fol¬ 
lowing morning Mr. Armstrong tele¬ 
phoned Magistrate Doraey. telling him 
the circumstances, nnd received an er¬ 
roneous understanding. H© learned later 
that he might write out a statement to 
th© effect that Thomus had not worked 
for tho Tyler factory and return tho 
writ. 

Mr. Dorsey, upon receipt of the pa¬ 
per by moll. Informed Mr. Armstrong 
that the latter would have to appear 
In court and make an affidavit to sup¬ 
port the written statement. A second 
misunderstanding followed and both 
men became angered. Mr. Dorsey said 
that hi would hi Armstrong 

ruled Into court for Contempt and Mr. 
Armstrong told Mr. Dorsey that if h© 
was Jailed he would make it hot for 
the Magistrate. Tint ruling followed 
yesterday morning and Mr. Armstrong 
was lined $3 for contempt. H© asked 
Mr. Dorsey to send tho bill of tho tin© 
to the Tyler of flee and a check for the 
amount would be mailed to him. This 
Mr. Dorsey refused to do, so Mr. Arm¬ 
strong and a constable rod© down to 
Jail in Mr. Armstrongs buggy'. Reach¬ 
ing the Jail Mr. Armstrong learned that 
he could not give bond on the Contempt 
charge and for half an hour he was 
kept in Jail, discussing the situation 
with the Jailer. At th© end of that 
tinje Mr. Armstrong decided to pay the 
line. This he did and Irs release fol¬ 
lowed. 

I.nt© last night Mr. Armstrong said 
thart ho did not fhlnk he had re¬ 
ceived a square dcuJ, but that the case 
wus hardly worth going Into court 
over.

ASK NATION’S HELP 
IN BUILDING ROADS 


NATIONAL CONGRESS HOLDS 
CLOSING SESSION. 


SPEAKER CANNON THROWS 
COLD WATER ON PLANS. 


PUTS BURDEN ON THE STATES. 


Washington, May 22.—The second 
National Good Roads Congress at the 
closing session this afternoon adopted 
resolutions favoring the active co¬ 
operation of State and nation in the 
construction of poet roads and the em¬ 
ployment of convict labor In the build¬ 
ing und maintenance of good roada 

With practical unanitnllty the con¬ 
gress urged that the United States 
Go vernment appropriate at least 10 per 
cent, of the internal revenue for build¬ 
ing and maintaining public roads, pro¬ 
vided (hut any particular State using 
such an nr propriatlon shall expend an 
equal amount for th© purpose of pub 
lie roods. 

The morning session of the associa¬ 
tion wan addressed by James F. Coll- 
breath, of Denver; Representative Mor¬ 
gan. of Oklahoma; Representative 
Pickett, of Iowa; W. F. Beasley, of 
Plymouth, N. C\, and W F. Cook, of 
Massachusetts. In an address presented 
to the asieolation by Representative 
Hughes, of Georgia, which he was un 
able to deliver personally, he said: 

"Atlanta and New York are soon to 
give a demon tration of good roads and 
automohik* endurance from .New I <»rk 
to Atlanta This will be a great con- 
teat and will exercise a notable Influ¬ 
ence over the Slate for good roads. * 

Mr. Hughes declared that the excess 
cost of transportation, owing to bad 
roads In this country amounted to 
more than $300,000,000 a year 

Speaker Cannon addressed the aft¬ 
ernoon session. Mr. Cannon said that 
In railway und water transportation 
the Government must keep In touch 
with the people and the people must 
also keep In touch with th© Gov¬ 
ernment. To do this he said 
everyone must know what the Oov 
ernment costs and that th© efforts 
to obtain appropriations for good roads 
was an everlasting performance. Th© 
Speaker aald It was the province of th© 
State Governments to conduct experi¬ 
ments for good roads, and that it was 
nc-essary 1° arouse public sentiment 
In favor of their construction. The 
l»©opl© should be educated In the cost 
of building better roads, added the 

Bpcakor. 

"I hope you’ll keep on in your good 
work and in the fullness of time, at th© 
expense of counties and StAtn*. we’ll 
construct good roads," said Mr. Can 
non. 

Arthur C. Jackson, of Chicago, presi¬ 
dent of the Good Roads Congress, dif¬ 
fered from th© views of the Bpeaker. 
maintaining that iooiiotty ought to be 
practiced In the construction of battle¬ 
ships und more money spent by the 
National Government on good roads. 

"It Is Impossible that an apostle of 
Republicanism should oppose this, 
said Mr. Jackson. Former Senator 
Dodge, of Ohio, and several others ad 
dressed the meeting.

Declares, To Ruin Man Who

New’ York, May 22.—Mrs. Clementine 
Morse. wife of Charles W. Morse, the 
former banker, asserted In an Interview 
to-dsy that long ago person* high in 
power vowed that they would rujn her 
husband and that they have kept their 
vow against Justice and truth.

Morse *uld she had sold her 
Jewelry gladly to pay the claim* against 
her husband and one claim against her, 
which wai absolute blackmail, but 
which was paid to avoid notoriety.

Morse *ald. had been sold for the 
benefit of the creditors and the house 
was nbout to be sold over her head.

Falsa Publication In a Chicago Trade 
Paper Causes Louisville Concern 
To Take Action. 


A private telegram from Chicago an¬ 
nounces that th« Belknap Hardware 
and Manufacturing Company, of Louis¬ 
ville, Ky.. has filed suit In tho United 
States Court against Ferguson A Good- 
now, fi fl rm Q f attorneys in Chicago, 
who published a paper of Information 
to the point and varnish trade. In 
their Issue of May IS they ascribed to 
the Belknap Hardware and Manufac¬ 
turing Company, of Louisville, the act 
of involuntary bankruptcy. Thl* was 
aoou spread abroad and the Belknap 
company began to get long-distance 
communications from Chicago and in¬ 
quiries from elsewhere as to the mean¬ 
ing of the statement. It created much 
interest and concern wherever known. 

When Interrogated by one of the 
Belknap creditors In Chicago. Ferguson 
A Good now are reported to have re¬ 
plied over the telephone that It wa* 
furnished by a correspondent from’ a 
clipping of the Courier-Journal of May 
12. A search through the column* of 
the Courier-Journal revealed that on 
that date it published the fact, cor- 
reetty, that the Belknap company, with 
other creditors filed an Involuntary* pe¬ 
tition in bankruptcy against H. M. 
Llndley. of Jeffersonville. Ind. 

This was the only association that 
*bs name has had with bankruptcy in 
the whole matter. The seriousness and 
possible damage of a publication of this 
kind will be readily understood by the 
commercial world.

NAVY COMES HIGH 


Growth Id Budget 8inoe the 
Soanish War. 


FIRST - CLASS FTGHTINQ SHIP 
NOW COSTS lO.OOO.OOO. 


QUITE A CONTRAST TO PERRY'S 
$73,000 FLAGSHIP. 


SPRING MANEUVER PLANS. 


When Commodore Perry walloped the 
British on Lake Erie he flew his flag 
from a ship that cost $75,000 to build 
and equip, and when Farragut sailed 
up the Mississippi in the Hartford the 
ship under him waa worth but $300,000. 

To-day a first-class fighting ship 
coets $9,000,000. The difference well 
shows how much more costly war ha* 
becomes since Perry’s day. observes a 
writer In the Baltimore Bun. 

Even a few years ago battleships 
were dirt cheap—comparatively speak¬ 
ing. The famous Maine, blown up in 
Havana harbor, cost Uncle 8am but 
$2,600,000, and the new Maine, built to 
replace her. In 1^99, cost but $ 4 , 000 , 000 . 

Dewey's flagship, the Olympia, coi* 
$1,796,000. and Schley's, the New York 
— .i very* costly ship for those days— 
but $2,986,000. The Oregon cost $3,180,- 
000, the Brooklyn $2,986,000 and tho 
old Texas $1,800,000. 

The famous old cruiser Baltimore, 
once the pride of the American navy, 
cost but $1,$25,000. 

But those simple days are no more. 
It now costs as much to build one 
trAitlcshlp a* It once cost to launch 
a whole squadron. 

When, in 1897. the Fifty-seventh 
Congress passed a naval bill carrying 
an appropriation of $ 31 , 260,000 there 
was a great cry of extrvagance. and 
it was thought that the limit had been 
reached. 

The following year the Maine was 
blown up In Havana harbor, and. like 
a bolt from the blue, the United States 
found Itself forced to go to war. The 
country wus not prepared, the. navy 
wus on the scantiest kind of a peace 
footing, and although the nation was 
to measure strength with a second- 
class power there was consternation 
every* where. 

This had Its effect on Congress While 
the regular •pproprULkon bill for the 
navy carried $33,003,234, there was 
added a lump sum of $60,000,000 'Tor 
national * defense" and an additional 
amount of $43,298,741 for the general 
Improvement of the fleets and yards 
and the purchase of new' voxels wher¬ 
ever they could be found In all the 
budgrt for the year of the war with 
Spain amounted to the enormous sum 
of $125,301,975. 

These figures startled everyone, once 
the battle of Sartllgn had been fought 
and the la*4 vestige of the Spanish sea 
power had been rwept away Not much 
was said, however, for the victories of 
Dewey and Sdhley were such as not to 
admit of crltk*U«m of the preparation 
that hid mode them possible. 

There were cries of economy, but In 
the following year K was fourvl Impos¬ 
sible. so strong was public sentiment, to 
get the appropriation beneath $82.64'*,- 
793. Ju.vt twice as much as the budget 
carried two short years previously.

Thus It might be said that the real 
birth of the modem nary of the United 
State* was due to the war with Spain. 
Ever since that year there has been 
hioreaslng sotlrttv In the upbuilding of 
the naval ©etabrif£K*)t. and for the 
last two years the appropriations tor 
the maintenance of the navy have been 
greater than the heavy sum appro¬ 
priated In the stirring days of 1898. 

During the last decade the sum* 
granted each year by Congress to the 
nqvy have been over increasing, with 
only two exceptions, those being tn the 
years 1806 and 1907 These exception* 
to the general ^se. however, were more 
thin overcome by the bill of 1908. 
which wa* the great*** ever passed* In 
the history of the country for the use 
of the navy. 

From 1900 to 1909. Inclusive, the ex¬ 
penditures on the navy of the United 
States have been as follows:

It will he seen by this showing that 
since 1904 the appropriations for the 
navy have not fallen below the $100,- 
000.000 mark In any year, with the sin¬ 
gle exception of 1907. when less than 
half a million dollars stood In the way 
of making It a continuous record. 

It wa* not until 1886 that the first 
boat of the new navy waa authorised. 
This wa* the aecond-claas battleship 
Texns. long alnce discarded as of small 
Importance. 

Two years later the first armored 
cruiser was provided for by Congress, 
and the New York was the result. Both 
of these vessels took part In the naval 
engagement off Sanltago in 1898. when 
Cervera’s fleet wo* destroyed. 

In 1890 the first of the big modem 
battleships was authorized. Congress, 
with the lesson of the Spanish War 
fresh In mind, did not haggle over 
terms, but furnished the money neces¬ 
sary to build three first-class battle¬ 
ships; these eventually were the In¬ 
diana, Massachusetts and Oregon.

In 1892 the Iowa waa provided for. 
In 1K95, the Kenrsaf*^ and Kentucky, 
and in the followingiyeor the Alabama. 
Illinois and Wisconsin. There waa a 
lapse of a year, but In 1$9S three first- 
class shir* tvere laid down, the Maine. 
Miqjtouri nnd Ohio, while In the year 
succeeding the Georgia. Nebraska and 
Virginia were authorized for. 

In addition, the naval bill of that 
year provided for the first of the pow¬ 
erful armored cruisers tliat now are a 
feature of the American sea power. 
There were two of these laid down In 
1899, the California nnd the West Vir¬ 
ginia, and three additional In 1900, the 
Colorado, Maryland and South r»akota. 

The Increase of the United State* 
navy Is due primarily to the fact that 
(hts nation has been forced Into taking 
Its position a* a world power. The 
war with Spain forced upon the Ameri¬ 
can people the Philippines, Guam and 
Porto Rico. In addition It was neces¬ 
sary to take over Hawaii. 

All these outlying possessions need 
protection, and to afford protection 
worthly of the name a powerful navy 
Is necessary. 

There Is another explanation of th* 
rapid growth of the nan*, and that Is 
found In the Increasing necessity for 
policing the Central American and 
South American countries. The Unit¬ 
ed States, a* promulgator and defender 
of the Monroe doctrine, la compelled to 
maintain a naval force great enough 
to enforce order, whenever that should 
become necessary. 

The fact that this force must be a 
I big one Is shown by the make-up of the 
I present Atlantic fleet, which will begin 
Its annual practice maneuvers the lat¬ 
ter part of this month. In addition to 
sixteen Arst-claa# battleships It will 
have a cruiser squadron, a fleet of 
torpedo boats and a dozen or more 
supply ships of various sorts.

When the Atlantic battleship fleet 
mad*- its famous cruise around the 
world, which began and ended In 
Hampton Honda. It was composed, po 
far as fighting unit* wsfe concerned, 
entirely of battleships, being devoid of 
other closse* of vessels which go to 
make up a complete fleet. 

• • • 

Squadron of Cruisers. 


This deficiency the Navy Depart¬ 
ment wlU have remedied when the fleet 
starts f«*r the drill grounds the latter 
part of May. by the addition of three 
armored cruisers nnd three scout cruis¬ 


ers. forming a cruiser squadron of six 
units, and twelve torpedo boats and 
destroyers—those little wasps of the 
fleet which, with the sixteen battle¬ 
ships of the main body, will form what 
I* probably the second most powerful 
fleet In the world. 

It Is eclipsed only bv the British 
home fleet, which Is said to contain 
twenty-two battleships and fourteen 
armored cruisers. In addition to scout 
cruiser*, torpedo boats and other nec¬ 
essary vessel*. It Is vastly more power¬ 
ful In great fighting units than the 
German high sen fleet, which contains 
sixteen battleships and seven armored 
cruisers and mounting a total of nlnety- 
•Igtll guns •>( a caliber of 8 Inches or 
more, as compared with 182 guns of 
like caliber in our own fleet. 

Since the return of the fleet from Its 
trip around the world great change* In 
It* makeup nrnll sightliness have been 
idnde. One of the edicts of the Navy 
Department changed the beautiful 
white and buff-colored dress of the 
fleet—a Joy to the eye* of thousands 
of proud Americans—Into Us new and 
future dress of dull gray, the "war 
paint" of modern navies. 

Another very noticeable change Is 
the placing on each »hlp of two of the 
new military fire-control masts. This 


new style "wnste-bosket" mast has 
proved to b4? practically Invulnerable 
and may he punctured many time* 
without danger of collapse, while the 
old-stylo fighting most* have proved 
not only useles*. but cumbersome and 
easily put out of commission. 

Th»* bras* figureheads will be re¬ 
moved. as well as the after bridges and 
part of the forward bridges, thus re¬ 
ducing the top hamper considerably.

Kentucky In Reserve. 


The change In the make-up has be**n 
the Attachment of the three of th<- 
older and smaller ships—the Illinois. 
Kentucky and Keg range.-which have 
been placed In reserve, and the addi¬ 
tion of the 16.000-ton N«*w Hampshire, 
one of the six sisters of the Connecti- 
lass, nnd the two 11,000*109 sis¬ 
ters. Mississippi nnd Idaho. 

These latter two, while of much less 
displacement and 11 little slower, or.- 
almost a* powerful a* the *lx sister*, 
carrying as part of their muln batteries 
eight 7-Inch gun*, a* .igalnst 12 7-Inch 
of the larger Connecticut das*. 

It Is understood that the Navy De¬ 
partment has decided inter on to 
further remodel the battleship* of the 
fleet, removing all tho cumbersome 


superstructure which now adorns them 
ami which afford such splendid mark* 
for the enemy's gun*, leaving above 
deck only the blg-gun turrets, the fun¬ 
nels and the new-style fire-control 
masts. 

This radical change jwlll be a return 
to the first principle* or, In other 
words, reverting to a type something 
like the old monitor, suve that the netv 
type will have more freeboard, and 
consequently a raising of the armor 
belt to a point where it becomes more 
effective. 

It Is not known whether the remodel¬ 
ing will go so far a* the removal of tho 
smaller caliber guns in the main bat¬ 
teries and the substitution therefor of 
four more 12-lneh guns, a* ha* been 
done to some of the Japanese battle¬ 
ships. _ 

THE NATIONAL FORESTS. 

f New' York Sun ] 

During the present fiscal year $600,000 
will be spent for tho construction of 
rood*, trull*, telephone line* and other 
permanent improvements on the national 
forests Fongress ha* appropriated the 
same amount for this purpose for the 
fiscal year of 1909-10. 

Trails aro being constructed along 


route* which give the best control of the 
area* to be patrolled by the forest rang¬ 
er*. In many districts telephone lines 
ha-^T been built between the supervisor's 
office and ranger headquarters and to 
prominent peaks which sre used for look, 
out stations to observe fires. These tel¬ 
ephone lines and trail systems are of vital 
Importance, resulting In the remarkably 
smalt area burned over sine© the forests 
have been under Government supervision. 

Other necessary Improvements provided 
for and taken up by the forest service 
ar© the construction of drift fence# for 
stock protection, the Improving of spring* 
and watering places, the fencing of bog 
or mlro holes, the fencing of poisonous 
plant arras. 

The forest service also co-operate* with 
the Htates, counties and communities-tn 
the construction of wagon roads, trail* 
nnd bridges, making accessible bodies of 
mature timber. The new Bolse-Atlsnta 
ninety-six-mile wagon road Is an exam¬ 
ple of this co-operation. The former road 
follows over high mountains and Is 
snowed in during six or seven months 
of the year. Atlanta. Idaho; Is ninety 
mile* from a railroad. The new rood will 
be snowed In for two or three months of 
the yrar. The scenery along this road 


rivals that of many of tho scenic high¬ 
ways. It opens up a large area of na¬ 
tional forest heretofore Inaccessible.

In 
an interesting opinion, ruled that the 
commissioners have the right to condemn 
land itself, as well an a right of way over 
or through land Specifically he hold* 
that a certain part of a lot on Hamilton 
avenue, owned by William Kaiser, miv 
be* lopped off fn order that the course of 
classic Bcargra** Creek at the rear of hla 
property may be straightened, thus af¬ 
fording a better channel for the carrying 
off of storm water that accumulates in the 
territory drained by that much maligned 
stream. 

Incidentally. Judge Gordon falls to agree 
with counsel for the defense In hi* asser¬ 
tion that Beargrme* Creek can be counted 
anything of a “majestic handiwork” 
of the ’ God of Nature.” Nor does Judge 
Gordon think It presumptions to a o divert 
the stream and holds that the end desired 
may Justify “this aaaault and battery 
upon the God of Nature”

The text of Judge Gordon’s opinion in 
part la as follows:

th# bank relied upon Its Federal charter 
a* a bar to the right of the Common- 
wealth to escheat its real property which 
It holds In violation of the Kentucky Cdn- 
stltution and Statutes 

Judge Miller showed, however, from 
abundant authority that the restriction 
upon the State extended only to an In¬ 
terference with the bank as a fiscal gov¬ 
ernmental agency and that In all other 
respect* It was Subject to tha laws of th# 
State, like any other bank or corpprtm* n 

Th** ♦‘sclieat proceedings yeeU only to 
affect such real estate as has been owned 
by thp hank for more than five year*, and 
which la not absolutely necessary for th# 
carrying on of IheGanklhg business, and 
as banking Is the only possible govern¬ 
mental function that the bank may cxer- 
clfle, anti that only In an Incidental way. 
It is apparent thnt the operation of the 
Kentucky ronsTitution uton the banks 
land doe* not conflict with any F«-deral 
rule cr law which applies to tho daily 
fiscal operation* of the bank. 

The ruling la. however, only prelimin¬ 
ary. and the case will now proceed tjpon 
Ita merits, like other similar cases pend¬ 
ing In the local courts

COMMITTEE FEARS 


PROGRESSIVE JAPANESE ARE MAKING A NEW CITY OUT 

•OF SEOUL AND ARE DOING WONDERS FOR ALL OF KOREA 
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NEW SUPREME COURT BUILDING A T SEOUL. 


KOREAN CABINET MINISTERS. 


THE FINANCE DEPARTMENT. 


(Copyright. 1909. I>y Frank G. Carpenter ) 
Seoul. Korea, 1909.—I want to tell 
you what the Japanese an' dolns In 
Korea. They Lav* taken the H©rmtt 
Kingdom by the neck, and are shaking 
Its dry hones Into action. They nr*i es¬ 
tablishing courts, abolishing squeezing 
and reorganizing the finance#. They 
prop©*© to build roads, to ref»rr*t the 
mountains, to open the mines and to 
turn this hulf-lnrreti country Into a 
garden. All these things are in their 
beginnings, but a start has been made 
and signs of progress axe every whore 
to be seen. 

• • • 

The New City of Seoul. 


The capital. Seoul. Is fast uecomlng 
a new city. When I came here twenty 
years ago the trip from the seaport.' 
Chemulpo, took over twelve hours, and 
l had to have a pony and eight men to 
bring myself and wife to the walls. I 
rode the pony and the madame came In 
a chair, borne on the shoulders of four 
coolies, with a relay of four others to 
help them. Toward the emt of the 
Journey we had to push on for fear 
we might not .get to Seoul before the 
gates idosed. Tlu* city is surrounded 
by a massive wall nine miles in length 
and thirty feet high. At that time thl9 
wall was entered only by gates, and 
these were closed at night by Heavy 
doom plated with iron, which were hot 
opened Again until the next day. We 
got in Just in time to see the gates 
close. Then? was no hotel, and we had 
rs ..i ..»ir lega¬ 
tion. and were quartered there during 
our stay. 

The city still ha* Us walls, but Ihe 
gates now stand open day and night, 
and an electric street car line fruns 
through two of them anil on out Into 
the country. An electric light globe 
prevents the closing of the one which 
we entered, and another gate has 
proved too small to accommodate the 
traffic and has been cut out by the 
Japanese, wide roads being made 
through the walls on each side. The 
gate Itself, which la a temple-1 Ike 
structure with a double roof of heavy 
tiles, has been faced with stone, and It 
Is now proposed to put a commercial 
museum in the soldiers* guardroom 
above IL In that old gut** all the In¬ 
dustries of the new Korea will be 
shown side by side with those of other 
nations. Qnd the people will thus l>c 
taught the various methods of manu¬ 
facture and sale. 

• • « 

8iglial Fires Vs. Electricity. 

As we came Into Seoul that night we 
could see the signal fires blazing on 
the mountains which surround the 
City, and were told that they were the 
last of the long series of watch fires 
built upon the hills of the other parts 
of Korea to notify the king that the 
country was qub t and all wan at 
scare. To-day there are watch fires 
po longer, but In their place Korea 
/.as Its wireless telegraph stations and 
Ihe capital Is covered with telephone 
fcdres. One of the oldest buildings of 
ihe palace, in which the emperor now 
/lvcs. has been turned Into a telephone 
booth, and Japanese hello girls sit 
there and tuke messages from all 
parts of the city. There are telegraph 
wires to every large village, with more 
than 2,000 miles of line open and cables 
across to Japan. 

• • • 

Electric Lights and Street Cars. 


The old Seoul was pitch dark at 
night. The lows wepe that the or¬ 
dinary man should not go about after 
dark, only officials and foreigners and 


their servants being permitted to do 
so. Womtffi were never seen on th 
streets In the daytime, and the night 
wan supposed tu b«* their time for call¬ 
ing. >Vben wo went out wo took the 
kt of the b gallon to curry our lan¬ 
tern. and this consisted'or a frame¬ 
work. iKildlng a candle with a red. 
white and blue gauze cloth thrown 
over I!. The Seoul of to-day is fairly 
well lighted. Many of the stores ke« p 
open during th** evening, and most 
of the house* have an oil lamp or 
nn electric light globe at their front 
gate. Looking down the wide main 
streets of the city makes one think of 
one of the larger towns of our coun¬ 
try. for the lights alone are to be seen 
and the low* one - story buildings are 
lost In the darkness. 

Seoul has now an electric car line 
run by Americans. It was put In long 
before the Japanese took hold of the 
Government, and about half of the 
stock belongs to the retired emperor, 
who has refused to sell out to the 
Japanese capitalists. The Koreans are 
now* patronizing the read. At first they 
said It was magic, and a mob de¬ 
stroyed some of the cars. Their theory 
tvria tint the line would prevent th© 
spirits giving them rain. They said 
the cars vver© boats, and that the gods, 
looking down from the skies, seeing 
them owimmltxg to and fro through the 
streets, would say; “These people need 
no rain, for their city la swimming In 
water." 

. A sc mVwhat similar feeling prevailed 
as to the magfo In the telephone and 
telegraph systems. Many of the Ko¬ 
rean women, knowing that speech went 
over the wires, thought the poles must 
©oqtnin spirit* and that th*< sound 
buzzing on the wires was their voices. 
Indeed, some said their prayers to the 
telephone poles ut the time. 

• • • 

Chin-Go-Kai. 

Have you ever heard of Cfiln-Go- 
Kal? It Is a section of Seoul which 
contains 20.000 Japanese people. It has 
big official buildings, many two-story 
houses and long streets of stores, which 
would be a credit to TokIo.‘ Some of 
the stores have plateglass window*, 
and nearly all carry large stocks of 
goods. Here everything Is clean. The 
roadways are swept, and moat of them 
are »* smooth as a Iloor. There are 
banks, brick school buildings, a post- 
office and all sorts of business estab¬ 
lishments. 

At one side of this section Is a great 
frame office structure devoted to the 
rerident general, who governs Korea, 
with the emperor as the nominal head; 
and back of It Is the home of this high 
official, with a thousand acres or more 
of Nam-Son mountain about It. The 
old mountain nad lain there a wilder¬ 
ness for thousa r.&s of years, It fit ad 
seen the wall built more than 6(m 
years ago. and had watched the grai- 
eratton* rl«* and fall from then until 
now. It remained for the Japanese to 
moke It a beautiful park. They have 
cut roads through the pines and have 
built many pavilions, until now It Is 
one of nature’s most beautiful gardens. 

I had the good fortune to be. invited 
to a garden party given there by th© 
resident general the other day. More 
than 2.000 of the high-class Koreans 
and Japanese officials were present 
His excellency received us out In the 
open, and there were lunchrooms and 
teahouse* thrmiglnrut the grounds 
whose waiters were beautiful Japanese 
maidens. At the close we had dinner 
dn a great tent, covering tables* «i in¬ 
dent to the two thousands guests, 
and the Japanese militnry band sang 
a song o>mpo.*e1 by Viscount Sone in 
honor of the occasion. 

• mm 

Mud Vs. Brick. 

Twenty-tlve years ago there was not 
a brick In Korea. The houses were 


all made of mud. of wood or of stones 
piled up one on top of the other and 
covered with roofs of hravy blnidc -tiles, 
or struw thatch, held down with ftruw 
ropes. When I visited th© city twenty 
year# ago outside the homes of the 
missionaries bud the pslJces of tho 
king there was not a two-atory Struc¬ 
ture to be seen anywhere. The plac.r 
contained two or three hundred thou- 
asld per pic. the most of whom lived In 
mud huts with roofs of straw thatch. 
The huts were all made In the shape of 
a hof-esho*? with quorters^at the back 
for the women. There were larger 
houses roofed with tllos which formed 
the homes of the nobles, and these were 
shut off from the streets by low 
stable-llke structures. In which the 
servants and retainers were quartered. 
The houses were all heated by flues 
w*htch ran under the floors and emptied 
their smoke into the streets through 
openings cut at about the height of 
one’s waist from the ground. At meal 
times, and more especially mornings 
and evenings. th»e holes poured forth 
volumes, making onci think of a great 
forest fire The air was so thick that 
one could almost cut it and the passer¬ 
by had to cough. 

To-dny Seoul has thousands of rlm- 
llar houses. Of the two hundred thou¬ 
sand and odd which make up the 
native population. U9 per cent, live 
In such quarters. They have no sew¬ 
ers. and the slops run out Into open 
ditches which hove been cut through 
the streets. The Japanese have cov¬ 
ered some of these ditches und they 
are now putting In drains. 

As to the building*, a new class of. 
structure is rapidly rl*lng and the peo¬ 
ple stand and gaze at them In open- 
mouthed wonder. The Young Men’s 
Christian Association has Just com- 
I a brick home of tw 
which la heated by steam. It Is & 
wonder of wonders to the average 
Korean, who cannot tell whence comes 
the heat. 

The bricks for that building are be¬ 
ing rmule oute.’de th^ city. Yards have 
been there constructed, whjeh are tow 
turning out bricks by the millions. The 
clay Is excellent, and a large part of 
the new Seoul will be built of these 
brick* There are other brickyards at 
Yorg-Ean. «he military city on the 
edge of Seoul, and there l* no lack of 
fine tultdlrg material.

The New Government Buildings. 


Among tho large buildings are many 
which are going up for the Govern¬ 
ment. Three are nominally Korean, but 
are really Japanese The Cablne: min¬ 
isters act os 4he nominal advisers to 
the emperor, but under thorn are Jap¬ 
anese vice m niuers wha really control 
and whose clerks are almost all Japa¬ 
nese. 

Not far from where I am living in 
tho foreign soction of ScjuI Is the new 
finance department. ThLe Is a fine two- 
story brick structure covered with stuc¬ 
co. It is built on an elevation, ovor- 
leokrvg the palace In which tho retired 
emperor lives, so that the clerks <nn 
so»* nil that goes on Inside tho palace 
grounds. Thf« Is very offensive to his 
majesty, who has always objected to 
anyone looking over hi* walls, and has 
bought KeveptU foreign structures be¬ 
cause they comminded such a vleu He 
paid $ 200,000 for tho French legation 
for this very reason and he has. I am 
told, several times trlyd to buy the 
American consulate, which Is on a hin. 
lower down. Some men have oven 
bought lots and started building* In 
order to make his majesty buy thorn at 
high prices. 

Another fine Government building is 
that of the Supreme ♦'ourt. This Is 
somewhat elmllar to the structure of 
the finance tKpurtnunt. It Is situated 
on the main street, which run* between 
the east a nd vc€aj gate*, and n« 
from 


the most wonderful changes which Is 
going on here. Until lately no Korean 
was supposed to hav# any right to 
money that the king was bound to re¬ 
spect. Every offic ial squeezed the man 
below him, and If he did not give up a 
share cf hN g6od* uixm demand had 
him whipped or tortured in some way 
or ether until he did so. The most 
common persuader was a flexible pad¬ 
dle about a* wide as tho palm of your 
hand and ten or twelve feet In length. 
The mun to be squeezed was stripped 
to the skin and laid face downward, 
or he was tied to u bench so that It 
was Impossible for him to move. Then 
the paddlcrs would strike him so many 
blows on tho thighs. The second or 
third always brought blood, and an 
hundred was supposed to mean death. 
Burning and bone crushing were other 
methods of torture, and men were kept 
for years In prison on false charges as 
means of extortion. Under such condi¬ 
tions the man who showed he had 
money was sure of persecution and all 
loans were secretly made. The Japa¬ 
nese have done away with this squeez¬ 
ing, and the thousands of officials who 
lived upon It have now gone to th© 
•wall. 

• • • 

The New Currency. 

The money Is changed. During that 
trip across country to Seoul I had to 
have an extra man to carry the money 
to pay the coolies at the end of the 
trip, and for my expenses In the capital 
I got an order upon a merchant In 
Seoul. The coins were of copper with 
a square hole In the center, and it took 
one thousand of th-m to cquul the 
value of an American dollar. They 
were strung upon strings of one hun¬ 
dred each, and whenever 1 went out 
shopping 1 had to take a sen'snt along 
to carry my purse. Such cash were 
In use here when I croMtd Korea In 
1894. and they continued 1 for some 
time after the Japanese-Chlnese war. 
Then the Korean nickel was made; but 
this was counterfeited both here and in 
Japan to such an extent that It fell to 
half Us original value. The Japanese 
have now Introduced their own coin¬ 
age. accepting tho Korean nickel at 
the market rate; and from now on the 
country will ho on a gold basis. Japan¬ 
ese bank notes are everywhere taken 
and Japanese silver, nlckely and copper 
coins are In common u*o. The reor¬ 
ganization of the finances has been one 
of the great problems that the Japan¬ 
ese have had to deal with, but the vlco 
minister of finance. Mr Aral, tells me 
that It Is now practically solved and 
that he anticipated no further trouble. 
He says the government has lost 
money In taking the Korean nickels 
at half rat* and that th* counterfeits 
they have had to accept have amounted 
to million*. They have already ex¬ 
changed about seven million yen of 
them, the average nlckle being worth 
something like three-fiftieths of Its 
value Instead of thf twenty-five fif¬ 
tieths at which It Is taker..

A Modern Banking System.

Indeed, one of the common Korean 
bank* of the past has been old Mother 
Earth, and this especially so during the 
winter. When u farmer sold his crop* 
and wanted to keep the money over 
until spring he would dig a pi: six 
foet deep and four or more feet square; 
and a: the first frost w'outd put down 
a layer of cash and apr nklo earth 
and water over it By minting It would 
be frozen «iff The next iKght he 
would put ,dow’n nflother layer of coins 
with mud on top This would freeze 
and vo he would go until h© had a 
block cf frozen earih a3 hard as Ice, 
filled with these coin* nt a thousand to 
the dollar The work was done secret¬ 
ly and the result was such thax It 
would take days to recover the co ns.

High Interest. 


Mr Anti has organized a banking 
system for Kcrea. The central treas¬ 
ury Is now the Dal lehl Bank, and 
there are In addition Industrial banks 
which aro loaning money against land 
to tho farmers They make long loan* 
&t 12 and 15 per cent a year, which 
arc coAsldered especially low rate* for 
Korea. These Industrial baivkx have 
saving# departments connected with 
them, and there are also post-office 
savings banks, which have more than 
1.400,000 yen on deposit. Many Ko¬ 
rean* arc putting their money Into 
these banks, although the Interest

I am surprised at the enormous in¬ 
terest which tho Korean* are paying. 
Louns on good security aro made at 
from 2 to 6 per cent, a month, and 
the unscrupulous Japanese money 
lenders are getting much more. It is 
only fair to say that the natives do 
likewise. A common way' of loaning 
on property* is to hand over the deed 
to th© house or lot In cas© the loan Is 
not paid and as. until now. thor© have 
been no means of registration, this 
mean* the transfer of th© property. 
The Japanese should protect the Ko¬ 
reans as to such transactions. If they 
do not. all the lands and houses of the 
country’ will soon go Into the hunds of 
the former. The Koreans are great bor¬ 
rowers and they cannot resist the 
money temptation. They do not think 
of pay day until It cornea and as a re¬ 
sult are not able to meet their obliga¬ 
tions. 

• • « 

A Nation of Children. 

Indeed. It is up to the Japanese Gov¬ 
ernment to protect *tho Koreans from 
one class of Its subjects who arc now 
overrunning the country. The Koreans 
aro a nation of children. They* huve 
been so ground down in the past that 
they have not learned to hustle and to 
look out for themselves. They are won¬ 
derfully gentle and trusting, and the 
shrewd Japanese can easily* take ad¬ 
vantage of them. He Is doing so to¬ 
day. notwithstanding the Government 
trie* to prevent It. and the authorities 
should put on the screws and punish 
severely all such offenses. Prince Ito 
has tried to do this, even to the extent 
of sending back a largo number of 
th© Japanese who have come here, say¬ 
ing that they were not fit to be in the 

country. 

It 1* this clement that knocks the 
Korean about, cheat* him out of hi* 
wages, and If possible, by moans of 
loans, takes bis houses and lands, ft Is 
the low class element among the sol¬ 
diers. scattered In small hands over the 
country away from their superior offi¬ 
cers. which Is leading to th© killing of 
many Innocent Korcuns under th© name 
of insurgents; and which. If the Gov¬ 
ernment does not pursue a more rigid 
potlcy. Is likely to lose Japan its repu¬ 
tation as having the best, the kindest 
the most refined and the most humane 
soldiers on earth. Indeed. It seems to 
me that Japan ha* in this k>w class 
element which has come to Korea a 


to the Japanese In Korea the same 
feeling of brotherly love and charity 
which he and tho better class Japa¬ 
nese have they would soon* make the 
Korean* the strong friends of Jai»an 
and build tlw?m up (is an Independent 
but powerful element for g»>od In the 
Japanese empire.

Th© Scandal In Japan. 

The so-mited "sugnr w*andal ,( which 
la now ripping up Japan might Just as 
well he called the *'g n v#rnment owner¬ 
ship scandal," for sugar la hut an In¬ 
cident while government ownorship Is 
domfUattrig motive. 

The whole disgraceful episode has 
grown out of an effort to bribe various 
members of the Japanese Parliament 
Into voting In favor of the purchase by 
the Japanese Government of the sugar 
industry In the kingdom. Borne of th# 
members of the body fell easy prey to 
the hrlbara, to Judge from the nginhvr 
of. arrests mad© In tho ranks of thj 
legislators, and for awhil# the sluro- 
holders of the sugar concern saw vis¬ 
ions of cleaning out their holdings ul 
vast profit*. The discovery of the plot, 
th© revelations of the deals and th© 
probable convlrtlons vf the persons In¬ 
volved will doubtless put a quietus 
on the project to establish th© 
Japanese Government In the sugar bus¬ 
iness. and this particular Idea of gov¬ 
ernment ownership will fail, therefore. 

The scandal Is not necessarily Japan¬ 
ese in nature. It might have occurred 
anywher# in the world—In monarchy or 
rtpuhlle. It has In It tosaons. however, 
which the Japanese In particular, h©- 
cuuhh of thulr Imnivdldio Interest In th« 
transactions, are a$t to learn and to 
heed. For‘Other lauds and peoples. *lyu. 
It has its lessons which should bv 
lenriVd and hr*d#d Just as w»\i. 

Those lessons relate to the Iniquity 
of th© theory and practice ol govern¬ 
ment ownership of business enterprises. 

Let a government once embark upon 
n general programme of public owner¬ 
ship and the opportunities for corrup¬ 
tion. fraud and graft become unlimited. 
There are thus© persons who take quit* 
a contrary view of th© matter and who 
do go In the utlnost good faith. They 
think that only selfish plutocrats dare 
oppose government ownership and they 
attribute that supposed opposition to 
the plutocratic mania for private pelf. 
But If t/p» owners of trusts run dump 
their holdings upon a government—any 
government—at n good profit, why 
should the plutocrats, so-railed, bo 
uverve to such dickers? There Is 
scarcely ir business that savors more of 
predatory wraith than the sugar bus¬ 
iness. yet In th* Japanese instance, op. 

» rve, the moneyed interests in con¬ 
trol of the industry are caught trying 
to buy up Parliament In th# atm of 
unloading ou the government at good 
prices. • 

Aside from other formidable econom¬ 
ic objections, th# possibiliti** for cor¬ 
ruption are unlimited In tho conduct of 
a government which goes In for the 
operation of vast Industrial branches. 

Th«r# la tho chance for corruption In 
deals wherehy the government la to 
take over th# enterprises, as In the 
present case In Japan. 

Th#n, ther# la th# later chance for 
graft in th** operations themsedves. 

In a republic the marking that could 
b© built up through party control of 
such enormous properties and forces of 
employe* would give to politician* such 
power that nothing short of armed rev¬ 
olution could budge them. 

Just as that nation Is the best gov¬ 
erned which la lUiet governed, so 1 * 
that government th# best which keep* 
tht furthest removed from an Industrial 
concern. The true purpose of a gov- 
empient is to make law* for th# pro- 
tecticm of life, liberty and prlvat* prop¬ 
erty; to Insure tbe Individual Justice In 
his relations with his fellow men; to 
punish crime and to look after Inter¬ 
national dealing*. When It Intrude* 
upon the industrial world it in taking 
from the ambitious Individual a chance 
for prosperity and Is making oppor¬ 
tunity for all sorts and conditions of 
public scandals and Ills. 

U is not surprising that Ui© augur 


project In Japnn shoud be mixed with 
fraud, Just as It would not have been 
surprising to find such disclosures any - 
whert da© that government ownership 
of Industry Is prevalent. Th# absence 
of scandal would be the real cause for 
wonder. ~

My plea. 1* not a random one. After 
the 1895 and 1898 massacre*, central 
Armenia bocarne a veritable field tor 
orphan asylums Different missionary 
organisation*, the French Roman Cath¬ 
olics*. the German Ioithcran. the Amer¬ 
ican missions established score* of 
them, at least two In each principal 
town, numbering In all In the neigh¬ 
borhood «f ISO throughout the interior 
prov'.ncrt*. 

Furthermore, for eighteen months 
th. re has been famine In Asiatic Tur¬ 
key The Ui»5 and 1896 miuwaere, 
brutal though they were, did not de- 
crc&jre th** aupply of br»*a/l stuffs, be 
cause the fanner* had done thHr sum¬ 
mer work and the mosaacrea came In 
October. Now. the disturbances are 
coming at a critical time TbU Is the 
month for th* farmers to plajit. Should 
the seod t&me go past and another 
summer'* crop fall, hunger would claim 
the country. Long, long before the 
outbreak of th# present trouble#, It ha* 
been harassed In ways that leave It 
weak. The Christ inn Is the fanner of 
Asiatic Turkey. The famine has flot 
been of God’s sending.

Old Regime Responsible. 

Tho old regime of th# RuUan Is 
Mghoity responsible for pex.^r v*orukti«»n*. 
Bribery and oppression at the hands of 
subordinate officials c.»uld be traced to 
his ©ftttiur;igt*m«m:. t'tutfa of different 
Kurdish tribes and influential M«»ham- 
mcdmis hav# forcibly taken away the 
tlliabk* lam-1 from Christian*, on one 
protuxt ur ftinxhor, mainly threatening 
that they would betray them as revolu¬ 
tionary men—which 1# the biggest fear 
In the country -and have turned these 
tilled hinds Into wild cattle pasture#. 
On the other hand, taxation hits been 
growing heavier and heavier ©very 
year. Tho Sultan’s offic-lul g->## to tii©

his mother. Tho official conduct* away 
forcibly the yoke of oxen and soil# it 
nt auction and loaves him helpless. 

Orphanage, famine ami puverty -ftp* 
toll of thv nuiMMAcre 1* not coraph.t# 
even with these. W# must add ilck- 
pesa In 1895. In those cities Unit were 
tiling the rivers, the bodies of the dead 
were thrown Into th# water after lying 
about the street* for a w**ck or m«»n*. 
This year’s mosaacr©, starting In the 
southern part of the country where 
the climate Is very warm, and grad¬ 
ually spreading to the northern, has 
summer before It and will certainly 
mean cholera, tor Mesopotamia la near 
to the sources of the plague In Arabia. 

We must set* the Arnunlan massa¬ 
cres in relation to the situation at 
Constant inpole. There ure. perhaps, 
.SOO.rtlo Armenians with probably 26,- 
bo.ooo Mohanimerinos in the country 
which they inhabit. They were loaded 
with toxe* and famine was starting In 
the country when. lost summer, con¬ 
stitutional government was established 
In Turkey rnder the constitution^ the 
provinces were to elect representatives 
with freo votes. Instead, the Turkish 


officials threatened the public, espe¬ 
cially the ArmenJuns, Into casting their 
vote* for certain Turkish tyrants most 
of whom wen* th# lenders of the 1696 
massacres. However, the Antonian# 
succeeded In having eight representa¬ 
tives, two of them the nmat able law¬ 
yers of their country. During the nine 
months «»f the parliamentary session, 
repeated complaints came from the 
provinces that the usuul atrocities were 
growing worse. The president of tho 
Chamber, Ahmed Rlxn. the present 
grand vixlcr to be. put them to one 
side and those who insisted on having 
their complaints before parliament 
were threatened with being thrown out 
of office, for the young Turk* are Pan- 
Iftlamltvs, 

Then- !»'another element In th© re¬ 
form party In Turkey, which, while 
standing out for constitutional govern¬ 
ment and the empire, would leave 
large measures of self-apveriiment to 
the race* and cities composing it. Aftor 
the Constitution was restored Inst »»ini- 
tner. a numlw»r of broad-minded, well- 
educated Moslem official*. wh«» were 
exiled by the old regime and who also 
were members of the Young Turk par¬ 
ty, returned to Constltlnople. They no 
tIced that the Committee on Union and 
Progre»s wa* trying to be nil powerful 
in civil matter* and discriminating 
against different Christian elennmts 
because of racial prejudice. Then- lead 
ers. the nucleus of th© present Literal 
party, held that If B00 years of tyranny 
and oecaalonal butdhery could not forco 
the*© different proud old race* to forget 
their nationality, the present system 
could m*t force them to do so and make 
them Ottomans now that they had been 
given freedom of pro#* and speech. Be¬ 
sides, they pointed out. It waa the 
Christian element which had advanced 
the rommeroe, th© Industry, the skilled 
tabor and art. 

No sooner had the Liberal party, 
with It* broader notions, come into 
power, eaily In April, than the reac¬ 
tionaries provoked the military upris¬ 
ing In Constantinople, which provoked 
th© counter revolution of tile Young 
Turks and l^d by quick stages to 
the deposition of th© old 8 ultan. While 
thu Young Turks were »t(U marching 
on Constantinople, the eociesinstlca, 
suspecting what their fate would he, 
flfd Inland to the Armenian provinces 
to agitate massacre and plunder there 
• • • 

Struggle Yet To Come. 

My belief 1* that the real struggle in 
Turkey I* yet to oome, wh**th#r the 
programme *»f the liberal* or of the 
Committee uf Union and Progress shall 
L oarrlM out The Liberals have a 
certain portion of the army on their 
side, w'hich hiul ki?pt neutral during the 
last tw’o week#' trouble; the tvclealaa- 
t|cs are by no means shorn of their 
strength. An Orient!) parable says that 
when the two horaes fight, the donkey 
that go©* between g^.* the worst of ft. 
That D the cw With the Armeivlnns 
What I plead tor Is such aotlon by the 
Christian nation# os will save them 
from slaughter whatever tho outcome 
between tho cl\il faction# at Con^taittl- 
nripl*. It Is all but fare© to say that 
the Turkish Government cannot control 
th© mot). Turkish mobs are coward# 
and ono soldier. If ho has a proper com¬ 
mand, can stop a hundred civilians If 
h© level# hi* gun In a bu»in©*»-Uke man¬ 
ner. F\»r the Christian who had a 
gun In K* house ami thratitmod to 
#ivK»t, the mob did not venture cm that 
house Bui Christians In Armenia are 
hot armed. For ton years, they have 
been put Into prison if no much a* a 
revolver ha# boon found in their 
hourea, while th© Moslem# do business 
In the markot-plac© with revolver* In 
their belts aa ornaments. Yet th# civ¬ 
ilized world worvleni why th# Arme¬ 
nian* die Ilk© aheap 

Great Britain signed a treaty with, 
the power# In Berlin that she would 

£ rot#ct the Christians In Turkey. She 
as not washed her hand* of the stain 
of 100.600 victim* In 1896, and she if 
not much concerned now. I* this pro¬ 
tection an honoring of one’s signature? 
What has a helpless child to do with 
politics (hat It must die because Ger¬ 
many approve* the sultan's actions for 
the Bagdad railroad concession; or be¬ 
cause England and Russia cannot agree 
who shall take the best piece of old 
Turkey? 

I do not wish to be misunderstood 
a* a war agitator, for my mo*t worthy 
teacher, the late Dr. Samuel J. Bar- 
rows. who has been my guardian nine# 
childhood, was a peace advocate. Yet 
1* It not time for America to fpep inta 
this matter or at least protect the 
honor of the stars, and strips* which 
are flying on many houses throughout 
Turkey?

LIQUOR FOLK TO TAKE HEART. 


“ANTIS” DESERT HEADQUAR¬ 
TERS FOR THE FIELD. 


HAVE GROWN APPREHENSIVE. 


Indianapolis. Ind.. May 22 (Special)— 
Imliana brewers seem at lnat to have 
awakened to a realization of tho dan¬ 
gers and the possibilities of the county 
option law, judging from tno activity 
they hxive displayed In the past 
few weeks in an effort to save 

the saloons which now remain In 
the State, comlned chiefly to five 
populous counties — Marion,- Vigo, 
Vanderburgh, Allen. Laporte, Madison, 
and Knox. The anti-saloon leu gut- ha* 
been fighting. valiantly since the law 
wus enacted In Governor Hanly’s pet 
session of the General Assembly lit*t 
September, and have recorded victories I 
for the movement In fifty-four of the 
ninety-two counties, with thirteen pre- | 
viouely dry by the township remon¬ 
strance lnw\ Six counties have voted | 
wet, making seventy-three which have 
been disposed of. 

The victories for the brewers and «a- 1 
loonrn<*n In Tippecanoe, Cass, and j 
fcluckforil counties showed the liquor 
forces what they can do If they go Into | 
a light properly prepared and make 
a careful business-like fight, based on i 
the fact that voting out the saloon 
means increased taxes and no lessening 
of the evils attending the sale of liquor, 
although the county and State are de¬ 
prived of the revenue afforded by the 
licensed saloon. 

• • • 

Organize For General Campaign. * 


These victories caused the liquor j 
forces to take heart, and they itnmedl- ■ 
utely organised for u general campaign ] 
in the counties which are yet to vote, 
under the county option law. An or- ; 
ganizatlon to direct speakers and to | 
finance campaigns has been funned, 
and in the twelve counties to hold 
elections In the next few' days, the 
organization has sent such speakers as 
State Senator Proctor, father of the 
Proctor bill In the last session of the 
General Assembly, designed to repeal 
the county option law. and Attorney 
Rappapurt. on»\ of the brainiest men In 
the liquor forces of th*' State. Theae 
men and other of their typo are taking 
to the battle grounds facts concerning 
the saloon and taxation, the blind tiger 
and Its drain on the public treasury 
w hile paying nothing in. and as a result 
of these efforts, the liquor forces are 
expecting to be able to save the most I 
of the remainder of the State.

Brewers Still In Good Shape. 




Should the county option tide be 
Checked at this time, the brewers would 
not suffer greatly, in spite of stories 
circulated by the anti-saloon leaders 
concerning great shrinkages In the for- | 
tunes of the big brewers of the State, i 
Accru’d I ng to figures gathered from the 
office of the State Statistician and cor¬ 
roborated by figures obtained in the of¬ 
fice of the anti-saloon league, only 
about one-third of the saloons of the 
State have been put out of business, 
and these have been in small towns | 
where the brewer's profit was not 
greatly Interfered with when the bars 
were closed. The greatest strides In 
the temperance movement In Indiana 
wore mad** under the township and | 
ward remonstrance law. where saloons 
were removed froru cross roads, ham¬ 
lets, and from residence districts In 
the cities and town*. Some 1.20(1 sa¬ 
loons of this class were ousted, while 
the county option law has been the 
means of ousting about &I5. The re¬ 
maining thousands of the barrooms tbe 
league Is seeking to close are situated 
In the larger cities of the State, and are | 
likely to remain then*. 

While the liquor forces are busy try¬ 
ing to save their busineos, the league | 
of anti-salmon worker* have practically 
deserted their office In the Olavpoo! 
building In Tndlx«napoll* and the entire | 
forces. Including State Superintendent | 
E. S. Shumaker, are spending their 
time In the field. The south part of the I 
State, including Monroe. Owen. Craw¬ 
ford.

Among thfim- who came to Paducah 
a* Dr Jonathan Clark, a gran l.*on of 
Jonathan Gbtrk, oldest brother of 
George Roger* Clark. Dr. CUrk had 
a grr*at deal of sentiment alrfhJi family 
relics and preserved some e©j»eelalty In 
terestfng ones, connected with hi* dis¬ 
tinguished grout undo.

The memory of hundreds of my rn 1- 
ers will match these Illustrations nf ths 
borrowing vice from their own n i- 
oriea One easily lapses Into the *’gly 
trick. It Is most convenient to run Into 
a neighbor’s for a drawing of tea or a 
cup of milk or for pepper, a lemon or 
*’a half cupful’* to piece out whit we 
have Just discovered is not enough but¬ 
ter. or sugar, or flour for the cake we 
have begun to make. Sometimes. I ad¬ 
mit. If one’s near.'st neighbor Is of her 
own kindred, or a very Intimate friend, 
the act Is justifiable. Delayed payment 
of the Toon Is rever excusable. It wui 
a kindness done to you In the moment 
of need. If Justice and common honesty .

A Spotted Gown 

- Kindly tall me bow to remove spots tnsde 
by Ij« crcum fruu» a brown auk waist K 
triad chloroform, but tt did not taka out 
tba stains, O. II. tSxlnt Jo. lud.). 

The first thing to do when n gown 
Is spotted with cream of any kind la 
to remove tho grease. All creams 
havo oir^n,alter in them, if you had 
used, instead of pure chloroform, the 
mixture oftsn recommended In this 
Corner—equal parts of ether, alcohol 
and gasoline with a tablespoonful of 
household ammonia to such pint of 
tho liquid—the stain would have 
yielded, the ammonia acting upon the 
oil. 

Now I advise you to coat the spots 
with powdered French chalk. Leave It 
on all night, next day covering it with 
blotting paper and setting on tills a 
warm (not hot) Iron. Lastly, sponge 
with alcohol. You may have set tha 
grease by tho former application, but 
I hope not.

VAS8AR CAKES—Those little bite® 
are comment hoe-cakes, served hot a^d 
eaten with strained honey, brown sugar 
or New Orleans molasses. But the hoe 
has nothing to do with them; a hatter 
Is made with comment and cold water, 
seasoned only with salt. \The batter 
must bo so thin that It literally pours 
from a table spoon, one of which Is put 
nt a time on a hot iron grlddle-for the 
cake. The usual griddlo holds three or 
four cake*, and as soon a* these cook 
they are thinly coatod with butter and 
served In hot plates. The sugar, honey 
or molasses is put on at the table. 

SALADE CREOLE.— Orange, ro-' 
maine, lettuce, green peppers and 
chives are the ingredients of this re¬ 
freshing dish. Choose a young and delt-‘ 
cate lettuce, strip the leaves, wash 
carefully and dry each piece with a 
napkin. Put them in the bottom of a 
mixing bowi. and add the plugs, 
skinned and broken In half, of one or 
two oranges. Over these shred a large 
green pepper finely and add from on© 
to two teaspoons of chopped chives. 
Season with olive oil, and sit it. and If 
more acid Is liked add a light squeeze 
of lemon Juice. Instead of orange, 
grape fruit could be used with this 
salad, and the beauty of it will be much 
Improved with strips of Spanish 
plmlento. 

STRAWBERRY FINGERS.—The lit¬ 
tle sponge cakes, usually designated as 
*iady fingers,*’ are used for this girlish 
dainty. These are divided and packed 
as full as the narrow* pieces will hold 
with fresh strawberries. A thick coat¬ 
ing of whipped cream cover* the ber¬ 
ries. and the top of tho “finger** is put 
on after the filling has been arranged.

Senator Bailey began the dnv by de¬ 
manding that the advocates of the tar¬ 
iff bill should maintain a quorum not¬ 
withstanding there were to be no votes 
taken, nnd he and other Senators were 
responsible for a number of rollcall* 4 . 
The attendance was good, however, nnd 
there was no indication of a falling ofT 
In Interest. 

As n concession to th© Senators who 
were demanding time for attention to 
their correspondence, the Senate ad¬ 
journed at 3:04 o’clock.

Aldrich Meets Temporary Defeat. 

Senator Aldrich made good his prom¬ 
ise of yesterday to try to-day to get 
a day named for taking eh»* final vote 
on the tariff hilt He named Wednes¬ 
day, June 2. as his preference. He did 
not get It. His requr-st for a ballot on 
that day covered not only the bill, but 
all amendment* then pending. There 
was prompt objection from both ths 


Democratic and Republican sides of the 
chamber. 

Senator Daniel at once recorded his 
objection and Senator Cummins Joined 
him. As unanimous consent wo* neces¬ 
sary under the request there was noth¬ 
ing for Mr. Aldrich to do but to sub¬ 
mit. 

Tn replying to sn Inquiry by Mr. 
Hale. Mr. Aldrich said the Senate had 
disposed of a majority of the para¬ 
graph* that had been dlrrufed. and he 
said he would later roow his request 
for unanimous consent for a time to 
vote. 

When, shortly before noon, the lum¬ 
ber paragraph was reached, Mr Me* 
Cumber presented his amendment pro¬ 
viding for free lumber. Instead of a 
duty of $2 per thousand feet, ns in the 
Dlngley law. and $1 .is provided by the 
House bill The action precipitated the 
long threatened fight. 

Mr MeCumber declared that fhe 
lumber Industry needed no protection. 
There was. he said, no danger that any 
of the American lunil^r mills would 
he ck^ed because of foreign competi¬ 
tion. The Increasing demand for these 
forest product* tend to keep up the 
prices. 

Mr. Borah opposed Mr MeOumber> 
view that a tariff on lumber would 
tend to deplete the forests. “It Is In¬ 
credible,“ he .-aid, “that the humnn 
race I* going to perish rather than 
plant tr* * on Innd of no use except for 
the planting of trees.” 

Mr MeCumber Insisted thut fhe In¬ 
dustry of the United States had reached 
It* height and that free lumber would 
partly supply the American market 
with a product that could not be sup¬ 
plied from American forests without 
exhausting them.

Bailey Interrupts. 


Mr. MeCumber was Interrupted by 
Mr. Bniley. who called attention to th* 
absence of a quorum, nnd when sixty- 
*\x Senators answered to their names, 
the Scijutor from North Dakota sur¬ 
rendered the floor Senator Elkin*, de¬ 
fending the lumber interest, accused 
the Senator from North Dukota of 
being n “spotted protectionist.“ favor¬ 
ing protection’Oft product* of his own 
State, but not on those of other State*. 

"I want tn direct the attention of the 
country.” interposed Mr. Bailey, “to th* 
fnet thnt the principle* of protection 
fticrtiy consist of “bargaining.” 

The trdqull'oi* system known as the 
protective tariff, under which has 
grown up o > policy of extortion, was 
the basis »»f a speech by Mr. McLau* 
rin. It wo* the first real tariff speech 
of the day, nnd the Kenhte gave ex¬ 
ceptional attention to most of the Mla- 
*i*slppl Senator’s utterances, notwith¬ 
standing he dealt with elementary con¬ 
dition©. 

Tlmt the Constitution gives authority 
for custom* duties for revenue purpose# 
only was contended by Mr McLaurtn 
Hr- favored strict economy In the ex* 
penditurea of the Government, declar¬ 
ing that the United Staten should throw 
Off the burden of the Philippine Island*, 
and thus f«vp the $100,000,000 of mili¬ 
tary expenditures. He die approved the 
passage of private pension bill*.

Temporary Order Issued

GOV. SMITH ON THE ALERT. 


Augusta. Ga.. May 23.—The race 
issue late to-night suddenly gave an 
extremely ugly aspect to the strike of 
less than a hundred white firemen on 
the Georgia. Railroad, who went out In 
an nttepipt to force the railroad to dis¬ 
charge Its negro firemen. 

Blood flowed at Athens and a small 
mob gathered here, the former distur¬ 
bance being over a white fireman and 
the latter over a negro fireman. 

The engineers were called out shortly 

sponsible for forest fires, most of which 
hf said are started by lightning After 
detailing the work of tho lumber n.-M> 
rlAtlonM m fighting fires, he declared, 
“and yet these are the men who are 
denounced ns the vandals of Idnho.”

MeCumber Replies. 


Mr. MeCumber. In replying to Mr. 
Elkins and Mr. Heybum insisted that 
nothing had been presented to show the 
Incorrectness of his claim that free lum¬ 
ber would prevent the price of that ar¬ 
ticle from mounting too high and too 
rapldlv, but would not reduce its price 
of to-day. So far as protection of farm 
product* wu* concerned, he said that 
ev*»ry article produced on the farm re¬ 
quired more expended energy than any 
other class i>0 product. 

Illustrating the profit* of the farmer 
compared with the profit* of other oor 
cupations. Mr. MeCumber cited th^ 
price of a bushel of tomato*** at 25 
cents. “There are 300 tomatoes In a 
bushel nnd when you go down to the 
Senate restaurant you pay 2f* cent* 
for a single tomato, or at the rate of 
$75 a bushel, and when the colored 
waiter has cut up that one tomato for 
hi* farmer patron the farmer would 
have to go down in hi* pocket for an¬ 
other quarter of a dollar, of the price 
of n bushel of tomatoes, to reward 
him.”

The Down-trodden Fanner. 

Much of Mr. McComhcr’s remark* 
hod been directed toward statements 
mad* by Senator Elkins, who was not 
In the chamber, and his colleague. Sen¬ 
ator Scott, essayed to reply o him. Hav¬ 
ing worked on a farm himself, he *Ald. 
it was not necessary for the Senator 
from North Dakota to read him a lec¬ 
ture. He then told of an Interview he 
hod had with a hotel keeper In South¬ 
ern California, who, he sold, conducted 
(het most fashionable hotel In that 
State. 

“Now what class of people are suf¬ 
fering most In recent times.” he asked. 
“This hotel-keeper tells me the mitnu-

TENSION INCREASING. 


Displays of Race Feeling Along the 
Georgia Railroad. 

Atlnnta, Ga.. May 22 —The strike of 
white firemen on the Georgia railroad, 
entering upon Its fifth day to-day with 
Its already accompanying acts of vio¬ 
lence and intimidation, gives promise 
of more serious consequences. State 
and Federal authorities are taking ex¬ 
traordinary precautions—the latter on 
the ground* of protecting the molls— 
to prevent interference with the opera¬ 
tion of train rervlcs on the road, but 
It Is realized the situation is developing 
Into one of seriousness. 

At small towns along the Georgia 
railroad between Atlanta and Augusta 
much feeling hAs been manifested by 
those who rynipolhize with the strik¬ 
ers. it having been publicly proclaimed 
by the officials of the order of Loco¬ 
motive Firemen and Enginemen that 
the strike i* based upon a question of 
white nupremacy. resulting tn no little 
dkplay of race feeling at those way- 
tilde stations. 

A number of negro firemen have 
been roughly handled at some of these 
points, enraged citizens even going so 
far :ui to attack armed guards of the 
road and compelling them, as well as 
the negro firemen, to abandon their 
trains. 

Following the open threat of the of¬ 
ficial* of the fireman’s organization to 
extend the strike to every road in the 
South and continue the fight until every 
negro firemen has been replaced by 
white men. comes the rubior to-day 
that there is a possibility of the engl 
r.eers being drawn Into the fight. 

This morning General Manager 
Scott, of the Georgia railroad, an¬ 
nounced thnt he had been notified by 
F A. Burgess. Assistant Grand Chief 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive En¬ 
gineers. that engineers cannot be *x- 
pected to continue on duty unless gtvr n 
adequate proweiIon. 

Mr. Burgess’ action 1* believed to In- 
tMcnte the grounds upon which the cn- 
glne*T* may base Justification for a 
walk-out. 

The *herlff of McDuffy county wired 
Gov Smith that the situation at Thom¬ 
son is critical and that he I* unable 
to handle It. Several trains have been 
boarded by striker* at Thomson. 

Vice President Ball, of the Locomo¬ 
tive Firemen, clalified to-day that thir¬ 
teen trains are tied up by the strike. 

To-night there was little change lo¬ 
cally in the situation. F. A. Burge**, 
assistant grand chief of the Brother¬ 
hood of Locomotive Engineer*, said: 

“We are not going off half cocked 
In this affair, but we nre not going 
to send our men out to be slaughtered 
or maimed.” 

Burgess «ald the instant he became 
convinced that the engineers are not 
afforded sufficient protection he will 
call them from their engines. 

LET TWO TRAINS BY. 

Thomson People. However, Sent Ulti¬ 
matum to the Railroad. 

Augusta, Ga.. May 22.—Trains 27 nnd 
2ft, passenger and mall, went through 
Thomson to-day unmolested. That they 
w*qre not Interfered t/lth was the result 
of an understanding between th© Geor¬ 
gia railroad management and certain 
angry residents of Thomson. These 
residents, however. Issued an ultima¬ 
tum that no more trains carrying non¬ 
union uhlte firemen or negro firemen

;•*** with the negro firemen. This stip¬ 
ulation was agreed to. 

The ultimatum from Thomson came 
fr<un the road’s agent at Thomson aa 
follows: 

“Prominent men and myself have 
worked hard with the mob to-day and 
It was by the utmost persuasion that 
we got Nos. 27 and 2$ by. We cannot 
do more with them and they say that 
no other train will be allowed to pass ” 

MOB STONES OFFICERS 

While They Are Trying To Protect 
a Fireman At Athens. 

Athens. Go., May 22.—Nearly 1,000 
men and boy* to-night *toned police¬ 
men and detectives who were protect¬ 


ing a white fireman. Will Williamson, 
w ho had fired a passenger train on th© 
Georgia railroad yesterday on the rqn 
from Athens to Union Point, Ga. A de¬ 
tective was knocked dotvn with a mis¬ 
sile and T. H. Morris, a policeman, had 
an arm painfully lacerated In the fight. 
The flretnan wa* saved from violence 
and th© mob later dispersed. 

Williamson ettm© into Athens on his 
train. HLs guard* struggled with th© 
surging, hooting crowd from the sta¬ 
tion to police headquarters, where they 
took shelter from the flying stick* ami

risk of loss, but after a time steamers 
were rqxT.lully plannol for the purpose, 
and a number of tht^se became famous 
As the business developed, capital wo* 
attracted and Joint stock companies 
monopolised the trade. Individual ven¬ 
tures gradually became the exception; 
the risks were lessened by the posses¬ 
sion of a greater number of vessels. 
Even If half the lleet owned by a com¬ 
pany were captured or wrecked, the 
profits of the other half would more 
than balance the loss. 


When the first shot was fired on 
Fort Sumpter In April, 1861, a quieter 
or more Insignificant town than Nassau, 
In the Bahamas, could scarcely have 
found along the Atlantic coast. Off 
the beaten track, with a population of 
less than 4,000, engaged In sponge- 
fishing, salt-drying and lumber, cotton 
and pineapple exporting, it dragged a 
dreary existence, says a writer in the^ 
New York Post. 

Few large vessels ever crossed the 
bar; commerce was carried on In sloops 
and schooners, and the arrival of a 
ship of (my slae. from Europe or the 
States, was an event to be talked about 
tor weeks. The houses were small and 
knv. built of coral rock, and the street* 
Were paved with tho same material. 

The town was defended by a few an¬ 
giitis, mounted in atone fort*, 
garrisoned by colored trnopfc, with Eng¬ 
lish officers. The aympaLhlo* of the 
Nassau residents were decidedly with 
the South in ft* struggle for Inde- 
j»endcnc<-\ and they watched the prog¬ 
ress of tho Confederacy with growing 
Interest. 

Tho Civil War brought about remark¬ 
able and rapid changes in the Bni\ama 
capital. As if by the wave of a magi¬ 
cian’s wand. Nas»ua mtw transformed 
from tropic calm to the greatest ac¬ 
tivity, Its inhabitants awoke from a 
Kip Vun Winkle sleep that, had lasted 
IDO years, and it happened In this wl*e: 
Nassau was within 600 mile* of Char¬ 
leston and Wilmington, where was an 
unlimited demand for provisions, ooal. 
tolmoco and military supplies, while 
piled high on docks and in warehouses 
In those poris. cotton might be bought 
for 10 cents a pou»>d. and within fifty- 
four hours sold in Nassau for $i a 
pound Thus, profitable freights could 
be obtained for both inward and out¬ 
ward cargoes, and while the risks of 
capture or wreckage were great, the 
proceeds were so enormous that block¬ 
ade-running. with Nassau as a destina¬ 
tion. bifame at once a most popular 
occupation. 

The const line of the Southern States 
«*xtend«d for 3.500 miles, with 189 In¬ 
let* or bays, and constituted an ideal 
region for smuggling or bh>cknde-nin- 
tilng. Even the large Federal navy at 
the middle period of the war could not 
e^ver so vast an area. The expedition 
against Fort Fisher In December. 1*64. 
consisted of 125 men-of-war and trans¬ 
ports; yet it was not able* to prevent 
several sLeamc^rs from running through. 
The blockade-running vessels were so 
swift that Admiral Porter declared 
they could ’*plny around our vessel*.” 
while at night they wore practically In¬ 
visible. Long, low. ami narrow, built

ven day laborers ate and drank of the 
osh Fortune* were made in a few 
week*, gambling, drinking and ever} 
form of dissipation prevailed. Steam- 
or* bought at double their original cost 
paid for themselves In a few trips. 
While some of the English Joint stock 
companies returned 700 per cent, to 
their stockholders. While the big prof¬ 
its went Into the pockets of the capi¬ 
talists a good portion benefited the local 
merchants and dealers. Tim public 
debt of £47.786 was wlged out, and the 
Bahama Legislature built the Royal 
Victoria Hotel, at a cost of $135,000, 
to accommodate the Southern visitor-*. 
Confederate flags and newspaper* wero 
seen on every side. News of Federal 
disasters and of the depredation* of 
the Alabama, whose commander, Ra¬ 
phael Semmes, visited Nassau in 1861. 
were hulled with delight. Photographs 
of Southern statesmen and soldiers 
were on sale in all tho shops, and many 
a bottle of champagne* was drunk to 
the succes* of the Confederacy.

Money In Their Capture. 


But If-blockade running was profit¬ 
able to the ship owivor and commission 
merchant, the capture of the swift 
steamers was still more lucrative to the 
Officers and crows of the Federal navy, 
professional pride, patriotism and prize 
money stimulated their highest activi¬ 
ties and made thorn constantly on tile 
alert. Half tho value of each vessel 
aid cargo, when condemned, went Into 
the pockets of their captors while nil 
who were within halting distance were 
entitled to their share. In the case of 
tho Memphis, loaded with cotton and 
ro»!n. and captured July 31, 1862, by 
the Magnolia, each of tho Ifcuteniint*

men $l.W0. When the Hope was taken. 
October r 22. 1864, by tho tug E^lus, off 
Wilmington, tho acting master received 
$13,164. the a**!stan-: engineer $6,667, or 
tnore than four years’ pay, and the 
sailors mono than $1,000 Nine days 
Inter the some lucky Eolug overhauled 
the Lady Sterling. The cargoe and ship 
brought $&>9,194. Each of the acting 
ensigns, mere boys, received $8,589, and 
the ordinary seamen $2,000. 
v The Lady Sterling wo* only captured 
• fter a thlrty-flve-mlle chase, under 
lorced draught, burning both oil and 
coal, during which she almost escaped. 
She was repeatedly struck and set on 
fire and 180 burning bale* had to be 
thrown overboard. A more profitable 
capture wa* probably never effected bv 
■o small a vessel. It recalls the davfc 
of the Spanish galleons, loaded with 
plate from Mexico to Peru, which were 
captured by the buccaneer*. 

Altogether 1,600 captures were made 
during the robelllon. One-half of "these 
vessels were condemned and sold. The 
total proceds were $25,000,000. while 
property of equal value wns destroyed. 
In January, 1864. Admiral Lee reported 
that twenty-two steamers had been 
captured within six months, or one 
every ten days. The some vear Ad¬ 
miral Porter reported the capture and 
destruction of property worth $15.0u0.- 
000 In fifty days.

With a view to provld ng the best 
food at the lowest cost several Indian¬ 
apolis school* furnish noon lunches, 
ranging, all the \va> from a Varied 
menu a t Manual Training and Short- 
rldge High Schools to a mp at 2 cents 
a howl ut the Lowell and McCoy 
Schools. There Is no effort to make a 
profit un the fo<id so furnished The 
plan Is simply to afford a wilwloaoipe 
noon lunch at cowt. 

This Is being done in other cities 
Ulan Indianapolis, but there Are ptuuwe 
of the problem dirubtlcws peculiar to 
this cKy. Home feature* of ti, 

intobb* In the Lowell Soh^l^ are being 
tried for tho firwt ^'me this year. 

Principal E. L. Hendr cks, of Lcwell 
School No. 51 In Bright-wood, paved the 
w-ay for the noun lunch experiment by 
addroesing a circular letter to parents 
and guardians. The substance of It 
was that it Is best ter for children to 
walk home as: noon for lunoh, 'X thev 
live within walking distance of the 
auhooi. because of The benefit dbrlvcd 
ttom a warm meal. Bc^’ause manv 
children lived so far from the sch >ol 
th*y were compelled to mtf*< the hot 
lunch. Mr. Hendricks then explained 
that arrangements would be mode to 
supply eecs ont? of the pupil* remain¬ 
ing at noon w th a tow I of hot soup at 
a cost ©f 2 cents a bowl. H<- concluded 
ft* follows: 

"The soup will be nutritious, the 
m^nu varied nnd the sendee always 
sunltary. 1 have confidence that you 
will approve this effort to serve the 
needs of your children. We may not 
be able to measure their Increased 
mental and physical growth, but we 
know that the warm food will bo 

holesoms. 

“The cost of making and serving the 
5XR W, JJ. hc 10 rents a week for each 
child. This should be sent each Mon¬ 
day morning to the teacher of the 
child. It Is not a charitable proposi¬ 
tion, therefore, but one In which, at 
you ntd materially In your child’s 
veiopment.*' 

This appeal was made to the parents 
March 4 of thin year, nnd met with a 
ready response. Moreover, the plan 
drew the Interest nnd co-operation of 
other persons pot directly Interested 
in the school. Mrr. Helen W- Rogers 
president of th- Children’* Aid Aero* 
elation of Indiana polls, lent her sup¬ 
port at once, nnd with a wile knowl¬ 
edge-pf growing children, wns able to 
offer many Important suggestions. Mr*.

The first blockade-runner arrived at 
Nassau from Charleston on December 
5. 1861. with 144 hales of cotton. Up to 
the close of the war. 397 vessel* en 
tered there, nnd 688 sailed for Southern 
ports, -Of these forty-two were cap¬ 
tured nnd twenty-two ran ashore. Two 
steamers made ten trips each, and the 
Siren eighteen, while the Robert E. 
Lee, Cnpt. J. Wilkinson, rnn the block¬ 
ade twenty-one times, carrying 6,000 
bales of cotton, worth $2,000,000 In gold. 

The usual ran to Charleston or Wil¬ 
mington consumed forty-eight hour*, 
nnd in three day* a vessel would be 
discharged and loaded again. The 
total expenses of an 800-bale steamer 
Were $25,000. The captain received 
$5,000, and the privilege of carrying ten 
bales of cotton on his own account. 
The pilot had equal pay, and five bale*, 
while the sailor* received $100 & month, 
nnd $50 bounty. If the trip proved suc- 
' cc*«ful. 

In the two first months of 1865. twen¬ 
ty steamers landed 14.162 bales of cot¬ 
ton. worth $2,000,750. at the Nassau 
wharf. The total Import and export 
j duties for the entire RahamA* rose 
from £234.629 In 1860. to the vast sum 
of £15.000.000 sterling In 1865. 

The stTvets and docks were crowded 
with freight. The town swarmed with 
stranger* Every Inch of lodging room 
I wns occupied, and men slept under 
shed* and on verandas. Everyone wa* 
prosperous. Money was spent with 
lavish bauds; uugvs were doubled, and 


One of the most successful blockade 
runner* was the Giraffe, afterward th* 
Robert E. Lee. a sl<l*-wherl»r of light 
draft and great speed, built on th* 
Clyde. She tnndc her first voyage from 
Nassau the day after Christmas, 1862 
She ran the blockade twenty-one time* 
In all. but In the absence of her In¬ 
trepid commander she was captured on 
her way from Halifax to Wilmington, 
though, as her stanch old helmsman 
declared, with tear* In his eye*. “Sh»- 
would have gone in by herself if only 
let alone.” Capt. Wilkinson also com¬ 
manded the Chlckamauga and Chame¬ 
leon, In which he made hi* Inst cruise 
before the war ended. The consum¬ 
mate seamanship, reeourrcfuln<>**, 
courage and audacity which he exhibit¬ 
ed should perpetuate hl» name with 
that of Paul Jones, Decatur ami Cush¬ 
ing In the record* of navnl exploits. 
On the occasion of his Inst trip to Wil¬ 
mington. when charod by two Federal 
cruisers, nothing saved the Chameleon 
from capture but her twill acrewfi 
which enabled her to turn a* on a pivot 
In the narrow channel between the bar 
and the rip, directly under the guns 
of Futt Fisher. 

The Banshee, built at Liverpool In 
1863. was the first steel ve**ei to 
cros* the Atlantic, and the first boat 
built especially* for blockade-running. 
She wn* a aide-wheeler. 214 feet long, 
20 feet beam, and drew* only eight feet' 
Of water. Her most* were mere poles 
for lookouts, and she had very little 
rigging. To insure greater speed In u 
heavy.sea, *he had a turtle-baek deck 
forward. Hhe was of 217 tons register, 
had a speed of nine to ten knot*, and 
used thirty ton* of coal a day. 

• • • 

Paid For Every Sail 8*en. 

When making her runs the lookout 
man had $1 for ever}* sail he sighted, 
but If it wa* first wen from the deck 
he was fined $6. Only moonlight nights 
were chosen for trips. Constant watch¬ 
fulness and determination wore the es¬ 
sential* of success, and three and four 
night were often passed without sleep, 
while the day* were fully occupied in 
loading and unloading. 

When preparing to’ enter or leave 
port, everything aloft was taken down, 
nnd the boats lowered to the level of 
the rails. The crew even woro white 
suits nt night, as belehg less conspicu¬ 
ous. No lights w«*re allowed, not even 
s cigar, and order# were given In whlr- 
p« r*. The hatchways were covered 
with tarpaulins, at the risk of suffo¬ 
cating the sweating engineer* and 
stokers. Even the binnacle showed 
only the merest silt. No sound wns 
heard but the throb of the panting en¬ 
gines, and the beat of the padille- 
wheeis. while the crew crouched be 
bind the bulwark* and the officers on 
the bridge strained their eye* to fierce 
the d&rkneoa* 


The children of Lowell School eat 
their lunch In a portable building 
erected on tho grounds near the mn in 
building. Mr*. Davis, who cooks the 
soup, live* across the street from the 
school. Soon after 12 o'clock two boys 
Reubep Rush and Ernest Smith, known 
In school parlance ns ’ the soup boys.’ 
bring first the dishes and then the 
soup, the latter steaming savorily In n 
large kettle. Inside the building the 
children form In line*, one day the 
boys first and the next the girls. The 
pupils assist, one supplying spoons and 
another paper napkins. When served 
each child selects a place at one of 
the small tables. The children group 
themselves by choice so tbot kindred 
spirit* lunch together In little parties. 
During the winter the number thus as¬ 
sembling ranged from seventy-two to 
100. The school enrollment Is 500. 

Perhaps the matter of greatest con¬ 
cern to those who planned the *rh*me 
was to find what kind of soups should 
be furnished. By way of experiment 
ten were tried—bean. rice. potato, 
vegetable, farino. pea. noodle, barley, 
spaghetti and tomato. The promoters 
—after the matter had been thoroughly 
thrashed out—resolved to find what 
kind of food would he among the possi¬ 
bilities of the children at their own 
homes rother/han to furnish more ex¬ 
pensive kinds.

Prefer Bean Soup. 


The children thcmsclve* *onn ex¬ 
pressed a preference. They wanted 
bean soup. Of ull the varieties fur¬ 
nished this eaklly became established 
In first place, other favorites were 
rice, noodle, spaghetti, far!no, pea and 
potato. A* for tomato soup, there were 
two objections. It was found to be ex¬ 
pensive and not widely appreciated. So 
It was dropped from the list. 

An analysis has been mode by Dr. 
H E. BarrmTd. chief chemist of the 
State Laboratory of Hyg’-ene. of five 
soups furnl^ied. and It Is probable ifru 
ttfs will result In still better adapta¬ 
tion of the soup reepes to the partic¬ 
ular need* of the children. Some have 
been found best n« producers of en¬ 
ergy; others are brtter for tissue build¬ 
ing Ultimately |he design will be to 
f<n;^l*h nn all-round food, capab’e of 
contributing most to building up little 
bodies «rvd conlribul ng fue! to the pro¬ 
cesses of growing young minds Many 
recipe*, worked out by Mr* Westing 
and others, have alroady proved their 
efficacy and popularity, and mav be had 
by applying to Principol Hendrick* 
The equipment of the kitchen and 
lunchroom at the I> 0 well School w*s 
furnished by the Oilldron’s .Ud Asso¬ 
ciation at ft com of $12.80.

The culinary M 
parattu* previously used was tak*n over 
by the srhoot authorities and addition* 
made. In Manual two Itrps ba<*mumt 
room* oro used, each about 60 by 120 
feet In dimensions Each room will 
*«xu at the long table* provided be¬ 
tween 400 and 500. A table Is reserved 
for the teachers. A student acting u* 
cashier furnkehes pennies From the 
cashier* desk tire student takes his 
place In the line. A long counter with 
a steam table at cine etui Is screened 
woth wire netting go that the purchas¬ 
er* of food may look but may aot 
touch—a wlso end sanltarv provision! 

At one place the Individual procures 
his plate. Student assistant* stand 
behind the counter. Thre-» cents buys 
almost Any sandwich,'fried »-gg sand¬ 
wiches and other more expensive opes 
costing 5 cents. .£oup Is 3 cents a 
bowl. Coffee, coma or milk sells at 
(be same price. Pie Is 3 or 5 cents a 
cut, depending on sl*e. 

The entire enrollment at Manual Is 
Mir 2.000, of frhfcb number nearly 
per cent, take# advantage of the noon 
lunch. Two section* of students arc- 
served. Lunch begin* soon after 11 
o’clock and the second section Is well 
out of the way by 11:45. Miss Car¬ 
man supervises the service until 11 : 46 . 
when she goes to Shortrldge High 
School to oversee a similar routine. 

• • • 

System Self-Sustaining. 


Principal Charles E. Emmerich, of 
Manual Training High School, hos de¬ 
voted much study to the noon lunoh 
plan as practiced In that school. As 
It Is being operated under his super¬ 
vision and through Miss Carman’s 
management the system Is self-sus¬ 
taining. It is not the Intention of the 
school to make a profit on the food 
which Is furnished, as at other schools, 
at barely enough to cover the cost of 
purchase and preparation. Both Imre 
and at Shortrldge the food I* prepared 
by Miss Carman** assistants In the 
school kitchens. 

At Shortrldge the same general sys¬ 
tem is followed as at Manual Training 
High School, ponnles. however, are 
not handled every dav as at Manual. 
Principal George W. Benton came to 
the conclusion that a better practice 
would be to substitute nietnl checks, 
and this has been done. Two kinds 
are given by the student cashier, 3- 
cont and 5-cent. Thero have been 
found sufficient for all combinations 
required. The menu offered Is:

Lees Nervousness Noted. 


“What hos been the effeo! on pupils, 
with respect to health and character of 
school work, of the co-operative school 
lunch?" was naturally one of the ques¬ 
tions asked. 

The answers to this question were In¬ 
teresting i>ome were cautious; others 
asserted definite results. At the «nig- 
gvstlon of Mrs. Rogtrs of the Children’s 
All A**o.*la.tlon, Mr. Hendrick* under¬ 
took gather data o:i the subject in 
the Lowell School. •?'c.^ni ii ing. how¬ 
ever, that tho experiment had hxrdljr 
been conducted long i.ough for very 
positive results. 

Thirty pupils were selected who had 
taken amp regularly during *lx wer'es. 

».-hcr* were a«ked whfl* 
changes, If nny. hnd boim noticed tr. 
them. Of the tarty pupils. ciighUMHi 
gave their teacher* no evidence of in- 
crea.*»d efficiency in their work On the 
other hand none of the eighteen had 
fallen behind In work nor had any one 
of them been 111 or absent. 

Twelve of the thirty, according to the 
teachers’ reports, hod shown marked 
Improve mejnt lr. rch >lar*h!p Whether 
this was due in any measure to the 
advantage of the hoi lunch. Principal 
Hendricks did not wttempt to ray Four 
of the twelve are stronger physically, 
diminished nervousness b*dng reported 
in the <rax« of two of these. Eight ere 
part leu !nr!y mentioned as appearing 
stronger physically and al»o ns dong 
belter work In the class rooms. Mrs 
Johnson, who knrw most of the pupils 
pefronolly and hid observed them al- 
mo*t daily, felt certain that the noon 
rest and hot soup had accomplished de¬ 
cided results. 

“I am quite sure.’’ the sold, “that I 
have seen the color come into the 
cheeks of many a pale little face. It 
Is rather soon to rnv poattlv*ly the 
amount of good that has been done, but 
from my observation the children are 
bong benefited.” 

• • • 

Mental Tone Improved. 


Mr. Benton, principal of Shortrldg* 
High School, thought the noon lunch 
had decidedly benefited the pupils of 
his school. He called attention to the 

tact that the article* of food, though 


furnished at the lowest cost, had been 
selected with a view tu their high nu¬ 
tritive value. He thought the mental 
tone had been Improved and that ap¬ 
petizing food, easily assimilated, r - 
suited in greater alertness on the part 
of the pupil. The sluggishness of 
mind and body, so often noticeable 
after the pupil had eaten heavy. In¬ 
digestible food, had been greatly de¬ 
creased. 

At .Manual Training High School the 
same beneficial result* were noted. 
Miss Carman emphasized the necessity 
of food being rightly prepared. Even 
pie, she sold, need not be consigned to 
the Hat of indigestible*, but when made 
as it should be Is quite wholesome. 

Those who hove begun the experi¬ 
ment feel that the work should grad¬ 
ually be taken up by the people of the 
school neighborhood, os Is being done 
at Brigfitwood. Then, as they assume 
responslbllltlea connected with the 
preparation and serving of noon lunches 
they will come more closely In contact 
with the needs of the children and a 
closer bond between school and home 
will have resulted. It l r with such 
hopes that the lunch problems at Low¬ 
ell. McCoy and other schools ore being 
worked out; not In the s<*nse of charity, 
not with n view' to mere convenience, 
hut with a desire to make easier the 
path of the child and to Increase. If 
only a little, his capacity for growth.

LoifUvilie people—those who live here in 
the home of the thoroughbred horse— 
really want to see him run. U«-8ire for him 
to measure strides with the best that any 
country can produce, regardless of wheth¬ 
er they back tneir Judgment wrlth money 
or whether there is any betting at all. 
They have proven that they really desire 
to see that spirit of contest In which 
dumb brutes answer the call of their mas¬ 
ter. The meeting Just ended, because ol 
Us success, shows that the sport of rac¬ 
ing is not dead tn Kentucky, in spite of 
adverse legislation. 

The crowd in attendance yesterday at 
Churchill Downs was one of tho best tn&t 
has witnessed a single day's racing dur- 
lng the allotment of eighteen. The people 
began to arrive In tho early afternoon 
and by tho llmo the racers were called to 
the post In the opening event both grand¬ 
stand and betting ring were close to being 
crowded. The speculators wero out In 
force, too, those favoring that clement ot 
the gams evidently intent upon recouping 
previous losses or of adding to their 
store of wealth already increased since 
the opening dar. There was an air of 
activity among those desirous of placing 
wagers that kept the machine men busy 
from the time they were npm for busi¬ 
ness until the closing ncll compelled them 
to lock up snop. The track w*as still on 
the slow side from the previous day's 
rains, but the sport generally wu* very 
enjoyable and the finish in the feature 
race clos-j enough to crest considerable 
enthusiasm.

Altogether Tco Much Roughing Is

P ATRONS of the box'ng game, who 
1 have attended bout* in this coun¬ 
try in the pari f©w year*, hev 
frequently complained v of t°o 
much pulling and maul.ns on the part 
of the boxer* and a lack of clean, snappy 
hitting. 

Thie objection is not made without g^'d 
cauM. Jfhfrt la altogether too much 
roughing indulged in by the rising R« n * 
eracon of boxer* in tins country. T*»e>’ 
hold too much after coming to c.o*e quar- 
Urn, and do not break away rapidly 
enough. 

A» a result the bouts become slow and 
tmtnteruetlng. a her© *. a rouiadyjOr to.* 
a.ate of aRair*. Let die cluo rr.aiuiger* 
or promoters insist on i he mflicAw b.mj 
made under vjuecnsoury ruUs. with u»«? 
Stipulation that the m« u .hal break cleao- 
*jr at the command ot the rcteref. neth¬ 
er one tuttmg at ttie otner on the br«.ua- 
a way. 

Wucensbury rulea soy emphatically that 
there shall be no honllng. Consequent.y 
when the men get together at close ran*,© 
they should keep on hitting. Instead of 
clinchlhg. ana nagging l.k© a pair ot ol * 
maids who had not seen each other lor 
a score of years. 

• • • 

In the days of "Kid" Lavlgne. "EdJ e" 
Coipioll}. 'Jimmy** Barry. "Tommy * 
fctyan, Frank Erne, "Charlie" McKeevrr 
arid the other stars of a decade ago. there 
was very little time wasted in ct.ncnin* 
and holding These mtfn knew what in¬ 
fighting meant amt paid Just as much at¬ 
tention to tlutl department of the game 
as to boxing at long rang* 

Then* is nothing more exeittng nor mi¬ 
ter to look at than two good boxers in a 
hoi rally at short range, l-ast inlx.ng 
always sets the spectator# on the.r feel 
lairly bursting wjtli excitement. 

But two fellows who go on drugging 
ggch other all over the ring, hanging onto 
oacn other, each at raid mat the other 
will "slip one over** ,on him. never give 
satisfaction, and as a result the -specta¬ 
tors leave the scene of the battle uactar¬ 
ing that they will never attend another 
bout in which either of the men takes 
part. 

It has been frequently noticed that 
when some of the Cleveland rtgnters or 
this present crop talk of making a 
match, they use the expression, "one arm 
dm." Right there Is where at. the trouble 
•tarts there :# nothing In the Marquis 
of Queensbury rule* permit! ng flitting 
with one arm free, in fact, such un 
agreement would !*• In direct violation or 
tile Quecnabury rules. 

The marquis insisted that there shou.d 
be ’* no bolding.* itnd he waa Indorsed 
by all the sport-lovers of his time, and 
since his time such great battlers as John 
JL Sullivan. "Jack" Dempsey, "Jack*' Me- 
Auliffe, U©orge Dixon, "Jim* Corbett, 
"Jim" Jeffrie*. Peter Jackson. "TomSU 
Ryan, "Joe" Gans and the other top- 
notchers, were satlarted with Quemsbury 
rules, and imdefed on no such rougn- 
houae proposition as "hitting with one 
arm free.** 

• • • 

Bob rttxsimtnons eras the first of the 
modern champions to depart from the 
QfticctiaMiry system; and that was in hts 
mutch with Corbett. Fit*, rugged old 
blacksmith that he was. figuring that 
tie was better able to rough It than Cor¬ 
bett. wisely Insisted that the men should 
fight In and out of clinches, each to pro¬ 
tect himself at oil 'stages, and the men 
to fight themselves free without inter¬ 
ference on the part of the referee 
Well they fought, and there was much 
rough work for a while, but both men 
soon began to realise that they were 
breaking clean at the call ef the referee. 
Instead of holding and looktng to Oo 
atom a terrible damage on the breakaway. 
As a result they both gradually fell Into 
clean breaking, and the fight developed 
into one of the greatest In the history of 
the prise ring, 

Jn Toronto all boxers are forced to 
break clean, and the same Is true of the 
boxers who do battle In England. In fact* 
the referee remains outside the ropes in 
Rngfand. and the men are so well coached 
in the rule*, that they seldom commit an 
Infraction. 

• • • 

"McGinty Is now regarded by New 
Yorkertt ns one of the coming trainer/ 
of the country,** says Pollock. "He has 
the thing down almost to a science, hav¬ 
ing had year* of experience under good 
trainer- himself, while he xvnt In the 
foot-racing game. McOlnty was one of 
tho best middle.distance runners In the 
Country fifteen years ago. and the training 
methods he employed on himself in those 
days he now* uses to get Brock and his 
other charges in trim. He Is also a g ■>< U 
handler at the ringside and always man¬ 
ages to send his man out fresh for c&cb 
succeeding round.’*

Another 
lightweight out there who appears to be 
coming to the front is Frank Plcato, of 
Los Angeles, lie has been fighting at 131 
pound*, and he appears to be a pretty 
good boy. He hss met Wolgast, GeOige 
Memsle nnd others, and In all the bouts 
he has made a good showing. He Is not 
over-clever as yet, hut shows Improve¬ 
ment with each battle, and some of the 
critics out West are of the opinion that 
Inside of another year he will be one of 
the top-nbtehers Plcato expects to «one 
Fast in the near future « hick Hu 1 son 
pghtweight of Seattle. Is now Irr Frisco 
and making a good name for himself. A n 1 
If he continues to win he Intend* tu make

son for the title. JefTrles does not deny 
that Johnson Is the champion at the pres¬ 
ent time, but claims that he Is entitled to 
the honor ns he has a right to It. and that 
now he has decided to enter the ring 
again he will defend It. That matters 
very little to the followers of the box¬ 
ing game, as they were Interested in 
knowing whether he would meet Johnson, 
and now that that Is decided they are 
willing to wait In Ms announcement 
Jeffries declared that he would be ready 
wlthln six months to meet Johnson for 
the biggest purse offered, and to fight to a 
finish.

W i HEN ‘ once asked what he 
thought were the three main 
qualifications for a pitcher, the 
great Anson, manager of the 
Chicago club, is credited with having 
said: ^ 

"First, .speed; second, speed, and third, 
spaed." 

I should like to differ a little with the 
leader of the wonderful champions of an¬ 
other generation, for to my mind con¬ 
trol is even more Important than, speed 
says Frank Sparks, one of the best right 
handed pitchers In the National Deague, 
now with the Quakers. 

It Is the man who can put the hall 
adhere he wants to, whenever he wants 
to, who makes the winning pitcher, and 1 
should advise all the boy* to wofk lor 
control above every* other feature of the 
pitching art. 

It Is not hard to explain why control 
gives the pitcher mastery* over the batter. 
Every hitter hss some weakness, or, least, 
ha has some balls which he can hit more 
reAdlly than others. 

Some hatters kill a high ball, others love 
a low ball But for either of these fellows 
there Is likely to be some ball that will 
be very difficult to hit. 

If you can keep the halt away from the 
place where lie likes It. and put It where 
he will have the rnosl trouble to hit It. 
that’s all (hero l<*T«* It. You have solved 
the art of pitching, and you have cut the 
hitting skill of the man at the plate 
down to a minimum. 

• • • 

Control doesn't only mean to be able to 
put the ball over the plate and avoid giv¬ 
ing a base on bails. In fact. It is often a 
sign of very poor control to see a pitcher 
throwing a ball over the heart of the 
plate. 

It shows that he Is not able to work 
the corners, that he can only put the 
boll In the Ideal piece for the other fel 
Ibw to clou* It. 

Speed alone Isn't enough. TJie hard hit 
ters love to be up against speed pitchers. 
The ball that comes straight over the 
plate is all the easier to wallop If It comes 
Iaat - I* rebounds all the further when 
^I*ght Is Interrupted by the bat. 

The batter doesn't have to tak- a swing 
to drive this kind of s bnll out He like* 
this, for a swing causes him to lose his 
sense of direction. 

Give him a fast ball that can be met 
with a short, snappy stroke, and you hav e 
Played right Into the hands of batter* 
like Chance. Donlln, Taker. Wagner. 
Clarke. Lajole or any of the rest of them, 
for this is the kind of a bnll they not 
only can hit a mile, but can place. 

Not that I want to be understood a* 
saying anything against speed It It a 
jvnndcrful attribute for a pitcher. The 
greatest pitchers, men like Young. Wad¬ 
dell, Matnewson. Brown. Donovan, Keefe, 
Clarkson, have all had great speed, but 
B was their control that gitve It value. 

The point 1 want to make Is that speed 
doe# not come first, and the la-'k of it 
need not deter a boy from making a 
good pitcher of himself. 

• • • 

Good control, a change of pace, n good 
slow hall Is ample to iqake good on, If 
to these be added speed, then we have 
th# great pitcher. 

After control. It seefhs to me the next 
most important thing Is to pitch every 
ball with the same motion. 

I have so often watched boys training 
In the parka and on the lot*, and wMth a 
young tvrtrler you can ntnrly always tell 
when he Is going to pitch a rurve by the 
way hd bends Ills wrist. 

This hs a serious fault. Never let the 
hatter ktS** wjiat Is coming. Pitch every¬ 
thing the warn© way—fast ball, the stow 
ball, the curve ball, the waste bnll—all 
ought to go up the same way. 

Consider the mental attitude of the bat¬ 
ter. lie la in the most critical situation 
In baseball. 

For the time he Is at the plate his wits 
are pitted against nine keen, keyed-up op¬ 
ponents. 

He must heat the pitcher, catcher and 
the seven men who have been placed 
where the ball Is likely to com* No mnt- 
ter how cool he may appear, hi* nerves 
are bound to be more or less on edge. 
Shoot a swift ball at him. He miss©* 
He Is on the alert, so that the next one 
won’t best hlip. Pretend to throw an¬ 
other fast one,» He is eager. He sw ings 
too quickly. This wo* his mistake, for 
If you are foxy you .have nerved up a 
slow ball that hasn’t* reached the plate 
before hi* bat ho* made lt« round. Then 
you have him In a hole, and a curve 
thrown with the name motion, hut put 
far enough way to be beyond his reach 
is likely to be his finish. 

Every boy con pitch a curve ball now¬ 
adays. and It la not necessary for me to 
tell how to hold It. What Is for more 
Important Is to tel! the young twirler 
how to use It. 

• • • 

A very good general rule to which there 
are not many exceptions is to mak* 
your fast ball, the one with the Jump on 
It—many boy» call It the "Inshout" to 
distinguish It from the curve or "out- 
snoot"—shoot high under the chin of the 
right-hand batter, and throw your ourv< 
hall low. working It* around his knee* osi 
the outside corner of the plate. j u>t too 
far for him to be able to hit tt hard and 
just high enough *o that It will be a 
strike should he let ft pass. 

Not many hitters <*on drive a bnll 
with force which Is high and which thev 
have to pick off their collar to got a 
shot ot. Then If there Is any hon on 
the ball the difficulty la Increased. 

Nor can n right-hand hitter drive a 
curve boll very hard that is low and 
sway from him. Even if he hit* the 
ball h» 1» likely to send It foul, which 
means a strike. 

Hut If you let your faat one jump 
over the plate he I* likely to drive u 
out a mile a minute, and it your curve 
Is low hut on tho Inside he will whin 
It to left field along the third base¬ 
line. 

If It U high and on the oustde he 
will lean over and push It into right 
field 

I have seen Wagner lean a couple of 
feet over the plate and hit a ball over 
the fence that was easily o foot wide 
When the ball Is up there and outside 
they can see It, nnd can g«-t a shot 
but when It U close nnd high the best 
of them lose direction.

Throw your fast ball high and straight 
at him. so that It will Jump over the 
Plate *o close that he gets no chance 
at It. Left-hand hitters find their fa¬ 
vorite boll In a high one on the outside 
comer, and the wav they Iqimmer this \ 
kind Into left field is a shame ro think 
of. Don't feed them with this kind If 
you want to make good 
When you are trying to break up mt an , 
mu. and are wasting the ball, make sure 
you get It far enough away, an-l put 
something on It. for many barters have 
the trick of leaning way out and taking 
a smash.

For hours the 
pitchers of the big leagues do tht* kind of 
work Get somebody to hit to you. 

Stand about fifty feet apart and toss the 
ball to the baiter and let him hit U back 
at you. 

Jumping after these quick hits will give 
you speed and the lightning starting that 
is necessary to field bunt* nnd hard 

drive*.

Learn control of your temper Don’t get 
mad If they make an occnalonul error be¬ 
hind you, and don't forget that the offend¬ 
er feel* worse than you possibly could.

OU don't want to get mixed up

lege mates sav; that's what 
grown-up" friends say; that’s what 
his mother says, who hopes some day that 
he may be President. But we wonder If 
anyone was ever anything but uplifted by 1 
association with Fred Tenney. Dave Fultx. 
Doc Powers, WHIle Keeler, Cy Young and 
othens, says Tad Jones, ex-captain and 
quarterback of Yale’* football eleven. 
"Why! they can't do anything but play 
baseball," we hear the prejudiced say. 
Dave Fultx Is a lawyer practicing to-day 
in New Y r ork City; Doc Powers, before his 
death, was a practicing physician; Cy 
Young is a farmer. Christy Matthewson i* 
In the Insurance business—and yet all 
those men play baseball. 

The objection of a great many people to 
professional baseball lies In the tact that 
they are totally Ignorant of the game of 
baseball and the men who make It their 
profession. It would be very hard for cor¬ 
ruption to enter into baseball from the 
very nature of the game. A pitcher.might 
lose % game Intentionally by a wild throw 
or by poor pitching, but when he "throws" 
a game In auch a way he throws smiv, 
practically, his means of livelihood. Lead¬ 
ing the league In pitching, fielding or hit¬ 
ting means more to a ballplayer than the 
few dollars that he might make by playing 
false. 

• • • 

It Is hardly likely that a man who has 
worked hard and faithfully to place him¬ 
self In a responsible position will betray 
the trust that is placed In him by hi* 
manager, by his mates and by pretty 
nearly every man and boy in tht city in 
which he play* Even a pitcher might 
rind It very difficult to lose one particular 
game, and Especially to lose it in such a 
way that every one could not st*. for it 
takes opportunity to lose games as wsil 
as to wun them. 

Baseball, are must alt admit furnishes 
little oportunity for corruption. People 
will not spend their money, nor wifi they 
waste their time, to see contests the fslr- 
ne*s of which may be In doubt. Many 
attempts have been made to swindle the 
public, but all have been discovered and 
the promoters of such enterprise# have 
eventually suffered All remember the 
decadence of The fighting game after so 
many "fake" matches haul been held, and 
It Is only recently that the fight pro¬ 
moters lu*ve gained back the ground once 
lest by unfairness 

Tho players and the manager*, with 
few exceptions, realise tha vital Impor¬ 
tance of k-^eplng the game clean, and 
their efforts are directed along fines that 
rill Insure Its cleanliness and freedom 
fr».m corruption, and therefore its greater 
stirrvgth and longer life The plajrero 
themselvea are at* careful of each other 
usually as brothers often they are hot¬ 
headed and prone to right for w*hat they 
believe are their rights. One can over¬ 
look quick tempers and a hasty blow now 
and then in the face of tha sincerity 
franknnea ond blgheartedneas tluit these 
men as a class display 

Seldom Is a man spiked or Injured In¬ 
tentionally In any way In professional 
baseball. It Is a very unusual thing to see 
the common courtesies exchanged be¬ 
tween rival college teams that one In¬ 
variably secs between two league clubs 
battling for a championship of the world. 


The Pittsburg team this year Is no dif¬ 
ferent from the club of the last three 
seasons. This means that Hans Wagner 
the keystone of the drgantxation. It 
is built up around him. You can tee by 
tho way his mates act that they reward 
him as a freak ballplayer—something 
like Chase. He is no general; he Is no 
strAtcglM' and It is even w inspired that 
he has a "yellow" streak. This may he 
tho talk of je»lutis persons who can never 
1 to rival his performances. 

f know nothing of thla. and It Is a 
rot her cruel arcuK.it ion. because he Is by 
all orlds the area tt si man In ihv rurne— 
better than Tv Cobb, because he ho* 
been In the business longer 

But there Is one tiling noticeable about 
the Pirates of 1909. They do not have 
that Irish asKr<?**iv«*nc** which charac¬ 
terised the Cuba and Giants last year 
They are persistent, but not oggreM.'lvo.

Baseball is clean. To tho man who 
can play it It offers if clean occupation, 
healthful one, tt lucrative one. Fortune 
have been rnado as honestly In baseball 
as In nny other profession; reputations 
hav*® been mado lor clean living, mun- 
itneis and sportsmanship that wifi stand 
for all time ami would do credit is some 
of our so-called "higher professions*" We 
do not sing the praise of u man because 
he is a lawyer or physician or a min¬ 
ister; we sing hla praises because he Is 
accomplishing something In the world, or 
because he U using his Influence for 
because ho is filling his little Place 
In the world to the best of his abllltr. 

Why Is the enme not true of ball play 
era? It Is not the profession that makes 
the man. but the man and the spirit of 
the man that makes tho profession and 
do It honor. Baseball furnishes all that 
a man need ask. and the college player 
who dons a big league uniform does to 
knowing that ha Is making no unwise step 
and thut "It's up to him to make rood* 1 
through careful, hard, diligent and faith 
ful work.

ASEBALL isn't what it used to 
be, the old-timer will tell you 
and he's right. It is a. vastly 
different game from what It was 
In th© 70s. But It haa lost none of Its 
interest for the man who loves dean 
sport In th# o|i©n air. WIU Irwin, In an 
Eastern weekly, tells of the changes that 
have taken place in th© great national 
game in the inimitable Irwin way. Speak 
ing of the evolution of the baseball 
glove, he says: 

**It was In 1SS3 that Arthur Irwin, play 
Ing shortstop for Providence* broke the 
third and rourtli fingers of tna left hand— 
snd revolutionised tho'fielding game. He 
stlil shows a little finger bent m almost at 
right angles, and tuys as he shows It 
That did !!*’■ 

•Then a club was a team* not two or 
three teams. They entered the struggle 
with ten, or. at the ino»t. eleven, men— 
a full team and one or two substitutes. 
If there were two pitchers the on© not 
in the box served as outfielder. A man 
took a day off only for serious cause. 
So Irwin, star Infielder, had to devise 
Mine way of beating Ids Injuries He 
cobnultod a glover. They took a buck 
skin driving glove, many sixes too lorffc. 
padded it, made a fastening at the back 
and s**ued the third and lourth fingers 
together to make room for Landuges. Tfie 
crowd, Irwin knew, would forgive him 
because of ills mangled condition. From 
the first lime he took a groundor with 
that glove he noticed that lie could now 
’meet' the ball solidly. He did not have 
to ‘ease off* and he could get away his 
throw quicker than any other man on 
the Infield. 

John Montgomery Ward, of the New 
York team, observed this. With raoiiu 
mental moral courage he got a glove like 
Irwin’s and used It In a game. No one 


look their gloves around the circuit, 
sporting goods firm had orth-rs from pro¬ 
fessionals for a hundred like them. Hy 
the next season nearly every professional 
wua wearing one of tho "Irwin gloves 
Denny, the rugged old third baseman, 
was a conspicuous exception. To the 
end of his days in baseball he played 
barehanded. 

in one respect this Improvement came 
in tli© very nick of time In 1S&3-4. after 
long years of experiment and argument 
th© pitchers hod got their liberty. The/ 
could now throw* the ball overhand and 
freo-arined. Having a box to get a run 
ning start and a shorter Un© to the plate 
than at present, they developed unprece¬ 
dented speed It needed moro catchers 
than pitchers for a first-class team, so 
hard was this delivery on hands. 1 The 
catchers took up the new-fangled glove 
with enthusiasm Manufacturers made 
them larger and larger, but still th® lin¬ 
gered glove did not quite serve the pur¬ 
pose. In lttf Jim White, a third base¬ 
man. sewed a leather plat® on tho face 
of his infielder's glove and got thereby 
good results with hot liners. Immediately 
th© btg catcher's mitt, claimed by two 
or three different Inventors, became “ 
feature of the game 

• • • 

In 1877 Thayer, the Harvard captain, 
tried to Induce one Tyng. a good all¬ 
round player, to catch behind the bat 
Tyng demurred. Ho hud some regard 
for his life and for tils manly beauty, he 
sold: he’d he daggered and several other 
things If lied go In there without any 
protection for his face. One day as Thay¬ 
er stood in the gymnasium chewing on 
his troubles his eye lit on a fencer car¬ 
rying a mask It was a falling apple 
for Thnyor. He borrowed the mask, put 
it on and caught a few balls experimental¬ 
ly H© found that the wire covering 
over the eyes was on obstacle to perfect 
technique. he took the mask to a tin¬ 
smith and asked him to cut out eyeholes 
huge enough for a man to see and 
small enough to obstruct a baseball. Til 
tinsmith, who played himself, had sorae- 
thlfiK better to offer. Why not a contrap¬ 
tion made llko a fencing mask, but with 
a wide, firm rnesh? They trimmed and 
tinkered until they had built on the 
frame of the fencing mask a thing which 
contemtuoua Yale opponents, tn the series 
which followed, called a "bird cage." But 
the professionals saw It, tho sporting 
goods stores took It up and tmprovod It, 
and It cam© to pass that a man could 
I'atrh without danger of a twisted nose.

SEAGULLS HARD TO CATCH.

Five dollars each with no takers is the 
fancy price the Tacoma Park Board at 
last feels constrained to offer for sea¬ 
gulls. which It desires to secure to send 
to Minnesota In exchange for a number 
of pelicans and several varieties of raro 
Northern blrda sent to the parks heie 
Back of the offer Is a tale of hardship 
nnd disappointment to Nelson Bennett, 
millionaire chairman of the board, and 
Col Marshall K Snell, Ha secretary. Both 
are enthusiastic over the park •*xoo.** 
And when the proposition came from 
Minnesota to exchange bird for bird they 
Jumped at the chance. Both felt con¬ 
fident that gulls could be caught by the 
hundred, on account of their apparent 
tameness and thslr numbers. Boys were 
offered tor every live gull they brought 
In 26 <;enta. The boys left the board s 
office enthusiastic, but not one has over 
returned wtth a gull When Bennett 
finally hunted up and interviewed several 
of the boys they declared that gulls could 
not be caught 

"Can’t be caught!** anorted Bennett. 
"Why, t can catch >m with my eyes shut. 
They are th* tamest bird on earth ** 

Bennett then offered a water from man 
half a dollar each to bring in gulls. He 
declared ho would bring up a load of I 
gulls the next day. and Bennett hod coops I 
constructed. A week passed nnd tho man. [ 
empty-handed, walked into the hoard's 
office. 

"3ay. I wns Just a little off about catch¬ 
ing seagulls," said he; "they are the 
most dod-gnated suspicious bird on 
earth.*’ 

"See here," said Bennett. *'we've got to 
have aengulls. They have sent a who )3 I ■ 
raft of tine birds to us from Minnesota 
nnd they want us to make good Now. 

I'll give you $2 apiece for every gull you 
bring In.*' 

Two weeks passed, with the gull coop* 
still empty Then Bennett ami floell 
quietly stole atvay to the water front 
loaded with snares, strings and traps of 
v.irluus kinds.

HATCHING FISH EGGS. 

[New York Sun] 

The Aquarium received lately from the 
United State* Fisheries Bureau &,(>(».(** 
white perch eggs—the eggs of this 
specie* are very small—which have been 
pi octal In hatching Jars in the Aquarium s 
model fish hatchery. t 

The period of incubation, of Ash egg 1 
depends largely on the temperature of 
the water In whlah they are spavined or 
placed. White fish eggs In water of a 
temperature of S9 degrees would hatch 
out in about threw day*. In water of a 
temperature of 53 degrees, that being 
about the present temperature of the Cfo- 
ton water *u» It tb/ws into the Aquarium's 
tanks, whlteflub eggs require for hatching 
a period of from fifteen to twenty days. 

Tho susceptibility of flch eggs to tem¬ 
perature makes it possible to do things 
with them that could not be done other¬ 
wise. If In such a hatchery as the 
Aquarium, for instance, with Its limited 
apac*> it should be desirable to expe¬ 
dite the hatching of a batch of eggs to 


make room In Jato or troughs for other 
eggs, this can be* done by the simple 
expedient of raising the temperature of 
the water. ** 

When the eggs are In the hatchery 
water Is all the time kept running Into 
the jars or troughs and running off. in 
constant circulation, to give the eggs 
aeration; hut thle circulation can be sus¬ 
pended for a comparatively brief time 
without Injury. By shutting off the in¬ 
flow of new wntgr the temperature of the 
standing water In which the eggs would 
then remain would be In an hour or two 
perceptibly raised by the warmth of the 
surrounding air in the building; and by 
the increase of warmth In the water the 
hatching of the eggs would be acceler¬ 
ated. When littje fishes are about ready 
to come out a hatching that might have 
extended through a week can by this 
means be completed in a day.

CREEK DOCTORS. 


Old Women Famous For 
Their Skill In Profession. 


BULLETS EXTRACTED BY THE 
AID OF HOLLOW BEEDS. 


FAST OF FOUR DAYS BEGINS 
ALL TREATMENTS. 


PATIENTS ARE KEPT ALOOF. 


Among the Creek Indiana certain old 
women are renowned for their skill in 
tho treatment of gunshot wounds, 
writes a Weeleetka tOkla.) correspond¬ 
ent of the Kansra* City Times. Chltto 
Hat Jo. or Crazy Snake, sought one of 
them after he waa shot in the leg in 
the fight with officers at his home near 
pteioo. The knowledge of surgery and 
medicine poasosaed by these old wom«»n 
Is of the most primitive kind. It came 
down through generation* and much 
of tribal myth arid superstition enters 
into their practice Tney never at¬ 
tempt amputation* and rely mostly 
upon poultices of herb* 

One of those old Creek women doc¬ 
tor* Sima hoy* sold to be nearly 100 
years old. wu found recently n*t a full- 
blood Creek Indian Baptist church 
northeast of here, when* the congre¬ 
gation had assembled Saturday to be 
In time for the servici* Sunday She 
sat placidly smoking a clay pip* Her 
long, straight hair hung d'shvvelcd. her 
brown face was withered and thin, and 
her body emaciated. Her mind seemed 
to be keen, however, and her eyes 
sparkl'd with curlo»*ty at sight of the 
Armed white men. She accepted with 
evident pleasure a gift of plug tobacco, 
which she uled securely in the comer of 
her apron, and offered no objection 
when a man with a kodak took her pic 
turn. 

The methods of these women doctors 
are said to be similar to those of »he 
Indian men doctor* of whom more is 
known The Creek Indian doctor for¬ 
bids any person, even the father or 
mother, to come near his patient, for 
whom he becomes both physician and 
nurse, staying beside him night and 
day. A young man or woman, unmar¬ 
ried. may come within speaking dis¬ 
tance to inquire about the patient’s 
health. Regardless of where the wound 
Is Indicted, the patient Is required to 
fast four days, the doctor Joining in 
the fast. In the next four days the 
patient Is allowed to take light nour- 
shment, such as ’’sofky,** u kind of 
boiled com. Then follows soup, con¬ 
taining wild meat, such as quHil and 
squirrel. 

The wound Is dressed twice each day 
and once each night It Is probed with 
wing feathers of the homed owl. These 
feathers are soft and velvety and glvo 
less pain than a rubber or steel probe. 
The feathers are used also In washing 
the wound and in applying the medi 
ine. After about eight days young, 
unmarried jwoplo. are allowed to coll 
on the patient. 

The removal of a bullet from a man’s 
body without the use of a knife Is not 
beyond the skill of these Indian doc¬ 
tors. The doctor examines the wound 


to determine the size of the opening, 
and takea from his collection of hollow 
cane reeds one that fits the wound. 
The end of the reed that is Inserted 
into tho wound haa been hollowed 
evenly and smoothly. Little by little 
the reed is inserted until It touches the 
bullet, the doctor holding his ear close 
to the end of the reed to hear the Im¬ 
pact. The hollowed end of the reed 
Is gradually placed over the bullet. 
With the other end of the reed in his 
mouth the Indian doctor by suction 
trlen gently to dislodge tho bullet, and 
continues In this manner until the bul- 
et has been withdrawn from the 
wound. After the bullet has been ex¬ 
tracted the old doctor return* to his 
owl feathers and uses no other instru¬ 
ment. 


STUDENTS EAT HAY.

Omaha goea the vegetable food faddist 
one better and furnishes the proof that 
a man can live on hay and enjoy the beet 
of health. Then' are college men vt town 
to prove the assertion. Creighton Uni¬ 
versity is one of the foremost schools In 
the country. It is broad-trtug*\ and, 
while It is under the direction of tho 
church, a majority of the student body is 
composed of men of various religious l»e- 
liefs. There are clubs gnix* and among 
them Is one known as the “Alfalfa Hay 
tTub." From the name one might Infei 
that the members are agrlc.iltitr.sts. 

The Creighton “Alfalfa Club” numtirs 
twenty-three, and one of the purposes of 
the organisation Is to demonitmto the Im¬ 
portant fact that alfalfa is a human food 
product, as well as food for animals. The 
young men are working In the Interest 
of science, and at the same Lime they oie 
furnishing dntly evidence that grass Is 
palatable when properly treated. 

The alfalfa they use comes from the 
mill, where it has been selected, care 
Laving been taken to remove all the seeds 
and foreign substances. Then the verdant 
and tender leuves. with a small portion 
of the upper parts of the stalk, are ground 
together and run through a bolting ma¬ 
chine that turns out n rneal almost as 
tine as flour, hav.ng n rich brown color. 
Tho meal Is bleached until It has a 
Creamy hue. Thin done. It la ready to go 
to the culinary’ deportment of the college 
club, where it is cooked Into many pal 
ntable articles of food.

CRUDE FALSE TEETH. 


FAT CHARGES FOR PULLING. 


Brazil Is suffering from An Amer¬ 
ican Invasion. It is not, however, a 
commercial lrwuu*lon, and it has noth¬ 
ing to do with either trust-promoting 
or diplomacy. 

The Invaders, in truth, have no capi¬ 
tal other than Uttie handbags filled 
with shiny instrument* and their 
strong right arms. They are American 
dentist* and so nurm-rous lta\*e they 
become and so strong hcu» grown their 
competition that the native molar ox 
tmotors have aei out to work their 
downfall—with vary fair proept’vt* it 
may be mentioned, of success, says the 
Baltimore Sun. 

There Is a law In Brasil providing 
that all demists and physician* of for¬ 
eign birth who desire to practice their 
professions In the land must first pass 
rigid examinations In the Portuguese 
language at either the medkn.1 college 
of ikihia or tho university at Rio de 
Janeiro. 

These -a: animations, wfrlcfh include 
two or three hukguugcw and a number 
of other branches seldom flbund In a 
medical or even an ordinary collegial# 
curriculum, are so severe that fow 
foreigners can hope to pass them with¬ 
out several years of ration 

Hitherto this law hoe been rather a 
d«ui letter, for th** neod of good dem¬ 
ists and doctor* was felt and the peo¬ 
ple were not very particular as to 
vVhere they came from. But now, 
alarmed by the Increase In the number 
of Jawbreakers and bonesettors from 
the United States, the natives have ap 
piled to the Government for relief, and 
the law Is to be revived. 

In case It Is enforced to the letter 
moat of the American dentists In the 
country—and there are far more Amor 
loan dentists than physicians—will 
either have to give up their profes¬ 
sions or leave for other lands. 

The art of dentistry ia more ad¬ 
vanced In Uncle Scun’s domain than in 
any other country on earth, and tooth 
pullnrs with diplomas from American 
colonies have always been welcomed 
abroad. AJ1 newspaper readers remem¬ 
ber Dr. Evan* the famous American 
dentist, who sot up shop In Paris forty 
years ago and amassed a great for¬ 
tune by the practice of his profession. 

Other American denfiets have also 
succeeded wvll in France. and still 
others have made fortunes In Russia, 
tho Mediterranean countries and part* 
of the F*tr East. 

But South and Central America and 
tho West Indie# have always been their 
main stumping grounds. In Europe an 
American derrtlm to succeed has boon 
forced to meet In fair compotf tion and 
vanquish completely practitioners but 
Unle less skillful than himself. But 
south of latitude 20 he ho# had only 
to pu.11 teeth. 

If he did the work rapidly he was 
looked upon as a master. And If he 
could make false teeth at all—no mat¬ 
ter how crude they might be—he was 
sure of & large and steady income. Un¬ 
til recently the native dentists were ut¬ 
terly unable to undertake what the pro- 
fesston denominate# “crown and bridge 
work.” r*

Traveled In State. 


It wa* the custom for the American 
dentist 1 whoc* day hi now passing m 
the other South American countries as 
well as In Brazil) to establish headquar¬ 
ters in one of the larger o!lie* There 
he would engage a suite of rooms at 
the loading hotel and hang out hla 
sign. 

Usually, to make a gxxl “front/* he 
hired a huge staff of assistants—native 
dental student* couriers, footmen ffdd 
lnt€».rpretor* But Inasmuch as It 
possible to hire a good Interpreter In 
most South American cities for 36 gokl 
n week and a native footman for 32.50. 
It will be seen that the cxwt of alt of 
this display was really very small. 

After settling down the American 
would advertise In all of the k*cal 
papers and send circular* han«lsomely 
engraved, to the leading citizen* And 
then $10 would wait for btistnoss—and 
It vzs seldom that he had to wait long 

For a while, perhaps, lie would pull 
tc<*th for peons at 31 gold a pull. Then, 
one day. the alcalde’s wife would coll 
at hta r’iUdlo, her face swelled by a 
thumping, torturing mqlnr. The Amer¬ 
ican would fill It dr extract It—and the 
bill would be 326. And after that his 
wav would be easy. 

Very often these Yankee knights of 
the forceps traveled In pair* One 
would attend to the extracting end of 
the busino^ and the other would Iook 
after the making of false teeth and the 
filling of hollow ores. 

Their charges wore mgulated by tho 
apparent prosperity of thi!*!r patient* 
and very often they would make eoor- 
mous sums*. It was not uncommon to 
char go 3200 gold for a set of false teeth, 
ami quite the usuaj thing to ask 310 
apiece for extracting.

No Trouble To Bet Money. 


Not long ago tho writer met In 
Kingston. Jamaica, an American who. 
unaided, made an average profit of 33.- 
000 a year, with rent, wage* of assist¬ 
ants ind oil expenses paid. And he

he was oompplled to take things easy. 

Malaria. In fact, finally drove him 
back to tho States, but not until he had 
amassed 376.000—nnd lost It again, in¬ 
cidentally. In a business venture. 

Teams of d<mtl«s very frequently 
cleared from 325,000 to 350,000 a y»*ar, 
for two heads—or two strong rig’.it 
arms- -always seemed better and nn ru 
prod table thin one. 

A dozen year.* ago two Yankees from 
fn llarm made a tour of the Central 
American coast town* One extracted 
teeth at 36 gold eich and the other 
made false teeth at whatever the pa¬ 
tient seemed able to pay. In three 
months they m^de 340.000. and then. 
In two days, lost !t playing roulette lu 
one of the gambling hells at Panama. 

In one day th* “extracting partner" 
removed 3s molars at 35 each. The 
same day the other partner secured 
3250 gold In Advance for a set of “up¬ 
per*’’ 

It was the custom of the more fa¬ 
mous of the practitioners to travel 
about from town to town six months of 
the year. They would move in gorg¬ 
eous stnfe. with a train of servants 
and other evidence of prosperity. When 
they struck a town they frequently 
hired a hand of mnsl^ and rode up 
and down the main street In barouches 
like the men of a minstrel show.

their base of operation. From Wo, for 
Instance, they would move along the 
coast to Santos anil then back to 
Bahia ami on to Fora. Cayenne. Para- 
inoribo. Georgetown, tlhe Venezuelan 
town* Cartagena and the Isthmus, and 
so down the west coast to Lima. 

Then thrv would penetrate the In¬ 
terior, visiting all of the towns In the 
And**s and sending to headquarter* 
huge postal drafts and bllw of ex¬ 
change from each. 

Very frequently It happened that a

GOAT MILK IN MEXICO.

Angeles Times.] 

Drink plenty of goat milk and you 
will enjoy good health and a long life. 
This to the chief rule of health known 
to t’»e Mexican sages of the lower Rio 
Grande border of Texas and among 
the natives of many localities on the 
other sldo of the International border 
stream. 

Goat dairies are scattered all 
through this region. Notwithstanding 
the fact that th© land extending back 
from the river is devoted largely to 
cattl© grazing, milch cows are almost 
unknown among the Mexican* They 
obtain their milk supply almost ex¬ 
clusively from goats. 

In doing this they ar© not guided 
altogether by the ailegod hooithfulncss 
of the milk of the latter animal. 
There Is not much work or expense in¬ 
volved In raising And looking after a 
herd of goat* A few* well-trained 
dogs will do the work of as many roen. 
In many instances the dogs perform 
all the work of herding the goats, tak¬ 
ing their charges out to tho gracing 
grounds In the morning, remaining 
with them faithfully all day and driv¬ 
ing th« m into their corral when .even¬ 
ing comes on. 

In the homes of the Mexican* at 
the primitive restaurants and In the 
open air camps, goat milk mao’ be had 
for the* asking by the visitor or trav¬ 
eler. Mexican children are almost 
brought up on the beverage. It forms 
an important part of their dally diet, 
from the duys of their early childhood 
until they die. 

It Is th»* theory of the simple- 
minded Mexicans of the border that 
goat milk Is not only conducive to 
longevity, but that a dose association 
with the animals Insures freedom 
from most kinds of sickness. This 
belief Is put In practice to the extent 
that in many homes one or more

BRICKS OF ANT-HELL SAND.

A recent traveler in Central Africa de¬ 
scribes sn Interesting use of the soil of 
nnt hills. It appears that It makes ex¬ 
cellent bricks, of which houses are built. 
The natives tread It with water Into a 
dough-like substance, which Is shaped in 
rough wooden molds. It is then dried In 
the sun. and afterward baked In native 
kilns. The same substance is found to 
muke excellent tennis court* It Is mixed 
with water into a thick pasts, vprr.ul 
on the ground and smoothed over with 
tho hands. The same traveler tells us 
huw the natives In the neighborhood of 
I^ake Nyaasa esteem a species of fly os 
an excellent article of diet. It is known 
ns the “kunsti" and appears to be pe¬ 
culiar to the lake. At certain seaouua 
of the year they appear in enormous num¬ 
bers, and are sometimes blown In myriads 
over the land. If this Happens near a 
village th© natives come out and eagerly 
gather them up. They make them into 
what they consider a delicious confection.
